“The Flowering Tree That Has Performed Best for Me”’ 


Ist AWARD: Emma Mae Leonhard 


Jacksonville, Il. 


| ALL OF MY LIFE I have watched for the 


occasion to tell what satisfaction the 
dogwoods in my garden have brought 
During the winter they stand 
etched against snow-draped hemlocks 
with their graceful, dark-gray branches 
supporting whorls of upturned twigs, 
each capped by a dawn white bud that 
sometimes glistens in its coat of ice and 
sometimes, after a new snow, holds up 
a fluffy white flake or two. The leafless 
dogwood has an important place in the 
winter scene. Never has ice or snow 
crippled one of my dogwoods. 

Then, before most trees have estab- 
lished themselves in the spring picture, 
the dogwoods, swirling clouds of white 
or pink blooms, brave the spring rains 
and last an unbelievably long time. The 
true flowers are greenish and inconspicu- 
ous, but the white, petal-like bracts 
have inspired many artists and are effec- 
tive in flower arrangements. 

In summer the leaf-draped branches 
are tenacious enough to survive lashing 


| rains and winds. Not one of my dog- 
| woods has suffered from summer-storm 


injury. Before summer is over, the 
flower heads become packages of green 
seeds that change in color to a glowing 


| scarlet and become a favorite meal for 


birds. 
When autumn arrives the dogwood 


| takes a place of honor for its flamboyant 


splendor. Some wear a colorful dress 
of glowing wine; others, a transparent 


| green mantle over a red petticoat; and 


some, a gauze over cerise. The total 
picture presents all the colors of sunsets 
and sunrises, and the leaves in changing 
shades of pink and red remain on the 
branches for the greater part of October 
and November. 

In addition to its year-long beauty, 
the dogwood can be used in many places 
in a garden. In one small section of 
my garden I use a dogwood as a speci- 
men tree and it never monopolizes the 
limited space. In a larger area I use a 
clump of dogwoods for the center of 
interest, while in another part I enjoy 
dogwoods as accessories to large trees, 
since they don’t resist some crowding 
and over-shadowing. For me, no other 
flowering tree, not even the magnolia, 
the flowering crab, or the redbud (and 
I have all three) can rival the dogwood 
for year-round beauty and for its ad- 
justment to so many uses. What more 
could one ask of a tree?

FROM ABYSSINIA TO PERSIA to the slopes 
of Southern Japan can be found one 
of the most beautiful of all flowering 
trees, Albizzia Julibrissin, silk-tree. Al- 
though it doesn’t wear the royal robes 
of a poinciana or burst with the sudden 
splendor of a Kwanzan cherry, its per- 
sistent grace and charming loveliness 
have been responsible for its long 
journey to many gardens throughout 
the world, among them my own. 

Known also as the mimosa, Con- 
stantinople acacia, or more frequently 
as silk-tree, the albizzia is equally at 
home in San Diego, Seattle, Miami, and 
even north to the shores of Long Island. 
It can be grown as a picturesque tree 
low branching for a patio or headed 
high to line a street-side parking strip. 
It thrives in a billowy bush form if 
topped often enough to induce branch- 
ing. I have even seen groups of speci- 
mens pegged down along a rocky hill to 
make an unusual fernlike ground-cover. 
In any form, along in mid-summer atop 
the light green foliage appear the deli- 
cate fluffy flowers. Individually they are 
a hemisphere of exploding stamens, pink 
or rose, changing to creamy yellow at 
the base, with a mildly sweet fragrance. 
Viewed from above the tree resembles 
a delicate pink shag rug. 

My first attempt at raising seedling 
albizzias in Pennsylvania became a con- 
test with the many rabbits who annu- 
ally pruned my little trees back nearly 
to ground level.

three of the more robust gathered a 
reserve of root strength and jumped up 
beyond the reach of Mr. Cottontail’s 
incisors. With regular pinching they 
grew into graceful bushes, their foliage 
a perfect foil for hybrid lupines and 
their rosy flowers a complement to blue 
delphinium and lacy baby’s-breath. 

At another time I grew one on to 
become a stender tree, and though its 
flowers were slow in coming, I soon 
festooned its branches with the riotous 
color of hanging begonias, at home in 
a natural abode of shifting light. It is 
to this little tree’s credit that it thrives 
in any location except deep shade. 

At present I am unable to enjoy 
my most favorite tree, but for a future 
garden I have a dozen tiny seedlings. 
Perhaps I shall grow them on in tubs, 
delicately trained in the manner of the 
Japanese. Possibly I shall guide them 
tall for later use in the ground. At any 
rate, whenever and wherever I have 
a patch of ground, it will not be without 
the versatile and exquisite silk-tree. 


3rd AWARD: G. Minette Watkins 
Grafton, W. Va. 


THE FLOWERING TREE that has per- 
formed best for me is the fringe-tree, 
Chionanthus virginica. Its name, chio- 
nanthus, comes from the Greek words, 
“chion,” meaning “snow” and “anthus,” 
meaning “flower.” The name is appro- 
priate for it alludes to the white, faintly 
fragrant, delicate clusters of flowers 
which cover every twig of the tree in 
spring with a thread-like veil. 

The large oval leaves are dark green 
and shaped much like those of a saucer 
magnolia. The leaves do not appear 
until the tree is almost through bloom- 
ing and they turn to uniform bright 
yellow in the fall. 

It is a native tree, somewhat rare in 
West Virginia, but grows in southern 
Pennsylvania, south to Florida and west 
to Arkansas and Texas. It is said to 
be hardy in the North if given a shel- 
tered position and winter protection. 
Never allow it to suffer from lack of 
water. it is highly prized in Southern 
Europe as a beautiful exotic specimen 
from America. In the wild, it grows 
in a rich moist soil, on the banks of 
streams, or borders of a moist swamp, 
but my fringe-tree grows well in hard 
clay and on a slope where the soil is 
often dry. It is, however, shaded part 
of the day. 

I have had my tree at least twenty- 
five years and have given it no care at 
all. It has survived droughts and snow 


| storms. Jt has never had any diseases 


or been bothered by any pests. Even 


the Japanese beetles have left it alone. 
| I prize it above all my other trees for 
its beauty and hardiness.¢

Pointers

HIS CAN BE A TRYING MONTH On the 
impatient gardener! In most areas, 
winter will still be firmly en- 
trenched, even though the first winter 
aconites may appear in warm hollows 
during February thaws. 

Don’t use the lawn as a short-cut, 
even when frozen, as it .packs the soil 
and creates conditions favorable for 
the growth of snow mould and other 
fungi. . . . If dormant sprays could not 
be applied in January, watch for a 
chance this month (a warm spell above 
40°). Include the lilacs and euonymus 
species in the spraying. . . . Perennials 
heaved out by frost action, should be 
pressed back with the foot. 


Questions You Asked 


Q. Can I grow English ivy here? 
(Milwaukee, Wisconsin) 

A. Not the regular Hedera helix, but 
the Baltic ivy has been grown as far 
north as Milwaukee. I saw an excel- 
lent specimen growing in ‘Jowa that had 
gone through two Iowa test winters, 
when temperatures dropped to minus 
twenty and below. It was, however, 
growing on the north side of a brick 
house, against a stone chimney. With 
automatic heat, a stone chimney would 
retain enough heat to give considerable 
protection to a marginally-hardy plant. 
This is a suggestion for those who want 
to try English ivy in the colder parts 
of the Middle West. 

Q. Do coal ashes have any value as 
fertilizer? 

A. No, but well-weathered ashes (ex- 


| posed to rain and snow for at least one 
| year) are excellent as a soil conditioner. 


You can mix up one-third the volume 
of soil with ashes; that is, 1 bushel of 
ashes to 2 bushels of soil. Somewhat 
less, say, a 1:3 ratio, is equally effective. 
Mix soil and ashes to a depth of 8 to 
10 inches. 

Q. We treated our chrysanthemums 


| with sodium selenate last year, but now 


want to turn this part of the garden into 
a vegetable garden. How can we neu- 
tralize the sodium seienate? 

A. I wouldn’t try to do it: sodium 
selenate will remain active in soils for 
from three to five years, and is all but 
impossible to neutralize chemically. 
Growing winter rye, and using this for

are grown, will speed up the removal 
of selenium from the soil.¢

HE TIME-HONORED COLDFRAME 
and hotbed make it possible for 
the home gardener to lengthen his 
gardening season, especially in the 
starting of plants for early outdoor 
planting. The coldframe is merely a 
square frame, usually made of lumber, 
that encloses an area of prepared 
ground. It is fitted on top with a slid- 


| ing or removable glass sash through 
| which the sun penetrates and heats the 


The coldframe 


heated, and because the temperature in 
a hotbed can be controlled, it is more 


| efficient than a coldframe for starting 
| seeds. 


A modern method of heating is with 


| an electric cable buried some 5 to 6 
| inches below the surface of the pre- 
| pared soil. The heat is controlled by a 


| thermostat 


within the frame. Gen- 
erally a temperature of 65° is suitable 
for germinating seeds and for the initial 
growth of most seedlings. 

It is essential that the coldframe or 


| hotbed be set on well-drained soil fac- 


ing south with the back of the frame 
protected, if possible, from north winds. 
The sash should slope at least 6 inches 


| from back to front to catch every ray 


of the sun and to allow rain to run off 


| the sash.

Many types of outdoor glass struc- 


| tures are offered in FLOWER GROWER, 


including greenhouses. They range 
from simple glass-covered coldframes 
to structures that approximate green- 
houses in their efficiency, including the 
more elaborate aluminum combinations 
of coldframe and hotbed in which not 
only heat but ventilation is automati- 
cally controlled. This enables the busy 
person, who cannot be around during 
the day, to adjust heat and ventilation 
to every weather change. There are 
also glass cloches, portable small glass 
structures, used for straddling rows of 
seeds or young plants to protect them 
from low temperatures and to stimulate 
growth. Many light and durable glass 
substitutes for greenhouses and _ hot- 
beds are appearing on the market. 

Whether the coldframe, hotbed or 
other structure is a homemade affair 
or the latest in manufactured equip- 
ment, there is no question as to their 
value to the gardener. They widen the 
scope of gardening, making it more 
interesting and profitable. 


COMING IN MARCH: How To Plant an Annual Garden 


In raising early plants from seeds, 
the important factor to know is the 
proper date to sow seed. Begun too 
early, plants may become over-large 
before they can be transplanted out- 
doors or they may be crowded so that 
weak and spindly growth results. You 
must determine the actual planting-out 
time in your locality for both the cool- 
and warm-weather crops. The general 
sowing rule for cool-weather vege- 
tables, such as lettuce, cabbage and 
broccoli, is to allow eight to ten weeks 
from seed sowing to outdoor trans- 
planting. In the case of warm-weather 
vegetables, ‘such as tomatoes, peppers 
and eggplant, it takes three to four 
months from seed sowing to outdoor 
planting. A longer period may be al- 
lowed for growing larger plants in either 
category. Then the seedlings must be 
transplanted to pots, and the extra 
space required could only be managed 
by the gardener with a greenhouse. 

In the milder regions of southern 
New York, New Jersey and farther 
south, cool-weather crops can _ be 
started in a hotbed about mid-February 
and, with experienced management, 
possibly even in a coldframe. Some 
hardy annuals like sweet peas, larkspur 
and centaurea could be started in these 
areas at the same time. In the colder 
regions of northern New York, New 
England and Ontario, Canada, the start- 
ing time may vary from one to three 
weeks later. The necessity for secur- 
ing reliable information on the plant- 
ing times for any given locality be- 


comes obvious until one can, by 
keeping records, rely on one’s own 
experience. 


Tree Selection 


If you have been planning to plant 
‘deciduous trees near your house, you 
should obtain them from your nursery- 
man early in spring before growth 
starts. Trees to be used about the home 
should be deep rooted, have strong 
branches that will not snap off in a 
storm and be relatively free from in- 


‘sects and diseases. The tree you select 


should not continually drop leaves and 
twigs. A good choice would be a red 
maple, which makes a nice rounded 
head, has a fine branching habit and 
is interesting in spring, summer and 
fall. “Crimson King” maple is an out-

standing variety in that it keeps its 
dark red foliage during the entire grow- 
ing season. 

Cladrastis, or yellow-wood, has ex- 
cellent foliage and about every two 
to three years it is completely covered 
with a mass of white flowers that re- 
semble wisteria. Other suitable hardy 
trees include little-leaved linden, Ken- 
tucky coffee tree and hop-hornbeam. 


New Fruits 


The excellent work of experiment 
stations in turning out new fruit va- 
rieties is absorbing the attention of 
commercial and home gardeners. Em- 
phasis has been on regional adaptation, 
and if you contemplate growing them, 
be sure that they are suited to your 
area. 

Pears are coming back into their own 
because of the recent advancement in 
the control of fire-blight disease. Here 
are a few of the new ones: DABNEY 
ripens the last week of July and early 
August and is a dessert fruit. AYERS 
ripens in early September and is a vigor- 
ous grower. HOSKINS, a winter variety, 
is a golden-russet and is excellent for 





desserts and canning. CayuGa, from 
New York, is like the luscious SECKEL, 
sweet and juicy. 

In apples, RoyAL Rep DELICcIous, 
from Washington, and RusBy, from 
Ohio are excellent for cooking and 
dessert. The latter stores well. Years 
of crossing and selection are paying 
off by the introduction of apples for 
the far northwestern United States and 
Canada. From North Dakota are 
CusTeR, which does not have large 
fruit but has good flavor, and STEPHENS 
and PRAIRIE GOLD which can be grown 
anywhere. The latter is a large crab- 
type apple and the tree is also small. 

From Minnesota comes a new cherry, 
METEOR, a sour type that has done 
well and is hardy. The tree is medium- 
sized. NORTH STAR, also sour, is a pie 
cherry. The tree is small, the size of 
a good shrub, but the fruit is almost as 
large as regular cherries. The same ex- 
periment station has produced an ex- 
cellent apple called BEACON.

February is a good time to look over 
reots and tubers.

Remember to 
spray again if untimely rains wash off 
the material. This same treatment 
should be applied to dormant roses to 
keep them healthy and clean. 


Outstanding New Roses 


Roses are always special favorites be- 
cause they give color and fragrance and 
furnish cut flowers from seven to ten 
months of the year (depending on the 
climatic zone). 

This season there is lots of emphasis 
on the brand new grandiflora class of 
roses. The grandifloras produce great 
numbers of flowers in clusters, with each

Summer Bedding Plants 


A lot depends on whether you prefer 
to start your own plants or buy them 
from a grower. If you live in a warm, 
mild spot, seeds can be planted in the 
open ground. Generally speaking, 
though, growth factors can be con- 
trolled easier by planting the seeds in 
shallow flats or pots. 

Unwin dahlias may be grown from 
seed easily. Gaillardias, petunias, ne- 
mesias, pansies, snapdragons and stocks 
are also easy to grow from seed. 


Soil Preparation

RED RICH KEEPS 
ON GIVING 
A QUART 
PER PLANT 


Quite a few of you folks who read about 
Paul Barton’s three year old Red Rich 
strawberry plants last August have probably 
wondered how they prospered. Mr. Barton, 
who lives in Elkhart, Indiana, had a nice 
patch of thirty Red Rich everbearing straw- 
berry plants that were starting their third 
year last spring. He keeps an accurate ree- 
ord of his pickings and by season’s end 
those three year plants had again given him 
thirty quarts. 

The above photo was taken in October of 
last fall and by then he had reached his 
thirty quart total. There were a few late 
blossoms but for all matter of yield he had 
finished picking for that season. Mr. Barton 
knows that it is wise to keep new plants 
coming and he is careful to do this but his 
gardener’s curiosity made him try them 
again and now he’s bound to see what they 
will do in their fourth year. 


Has Beautifal Garden 

Mr. Barton has a beautiful garden. He is 
fond of roses, mums and many flowering 
perennials. Some of his dahlias had blooms 
nine to ten inches across. It’s his Red Rich 
strawberries that cause so much comment 
from his friends and neighbors. Of course, 
these same people are fond of strawberries 
and Red Rich make mighty fine eating. 


Good Freezing Strawberry 
Red Rich is an excellent strawberry for 
freezing. It rated “high” in university freez- 
ing tests and you can be sure Mr. Barton 
puts up several packages during the long 
fruiting season. It’s hard to beat a good 
shortcake especially during the long winter 
months. 


Plants By “Space” System 

Mr. Barton plants his Red Rich by the 
“space or hill” system. Each plant should be 
spaced from fifteen to eighteen inches apart 
and this year he used grass cuttings as a 
mulch. It is not generally recommended to 
let plants go as long as Mr. Barton has, but 
he is enjoying this experiment and, as we 
mentioned above, has a new Red Rich patch 
in the same garden. 
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William Hertrich, former superintendent 
of the Huntington Botanic Gardens at 
San Marino, has recently published a 
book which is expected to become the 
American authority on camellia nomen- 
clature. Besides several color plates and 
250 black and white illustrations, the 
book has suggestions for growing camel- 
lias successfully. Copies of the book 
may be bought from the Huntington 
Library and Botanic Gardens for $10 
each. 


Questions You Asked 


Q. Years ago at a rose lecture, I 
heard about the Omei rose. It was beau- 
tiful because of its thorns. Will this 
grow near San Francisco? 

A. The rose you mention is seldom 
seen except in the collections of old rose 
fanciers. You are right—its beauty lies 
in its tall canes which bear transparent 
fiery red thorns, glowing like fire. Ac- 
cording to John Van Barneveld, the 
botanical name is Rosa omeiensis var. 
pteracantha. It grows 10 to 15 feet tall 
and will grow anywhere in the West. 

Q. Can we plant a flowering peach 
in a patio without worrying about the 
tree roots eventually lifting and crack- 
ing the surrounding concrete area? 

A. There are no worries here as long 
as the planting spot in the pavement is 
3 feet in diameter. Roots of flowering 
peach trees are not like poplars, which 
are banned by most nurserymen bécause 
they are capable of lifting sidewalk 
slabs, ruining sewers and generally caus- 
ing much trouble. 

Q. What’s the best way to pivvent a 
compost pile from developing an odor? 

A. If made properly, in layers like 
a cake, there should be no trouble. 
However, by sprinkling it with dilute 
liquid lime sulfur the offensive ammonia 
fumes will be trapped and, at the same 
time, the compost will be enriched. 

Q. Is it easy to grow dahlias from 
cuttings? 

A. The job is easy enough although 
there’s no special point in doing it unless 
you have a special variety you want to 
propagate. Start the dahlia tubers now 
in damp sand or peatmoss. When the 
new shoots are about 3 or 4 inches long, 
make cuttings and insert them in pots of 
moist sand. After roots form set the 
cuttings in small individual pots. Then, 
when the weather is warm enough, 
plant the rooted cuttings outdoors. 

Q. Will the Persian silk tree bloom 
successfully in the Santa Rosa -(Calif.) 
area? 

A. Curiously enough, the somewhat 
tender exotic-looking silk tree is tougher 
than you think. I have not only seen it 
blooming successfully as far north as 
Seattle, but even in Boston, where the 
winter weather really is cold. The Per- 
sian silk tree has the ability to withstand 
poor soil, alkalinity and zero weather.°

Pruning 


February is the month for general 
winter pruning of fruit and ornamental 
trees, flowering shrubs and evergreens. 
Of course, species that flower in very 
early spring should not be pruned until 
after they have finished their bloom, 
but all summer-flowering things, in- 
cluding the roses, should be pruned this 
month. Along the Gulf Coast and in 
Florida do the pruning early in the 
month; in the Central South about the 
middle of the month; and in the Upper 
South around the last of the month. 


Planting Notes 


This is a good month for planting 
those hardy annuals that were not 
planted in October and November. 
Most of them will do fairly well planted 
now, but the flowering season will not 
be so long as when planted in the fall. 

Although it would be better to plant 
camellias in December, about ninety 
per cent of them are planted in February 
and March, while in bloom. These 
shrubs can easily be planted too deep, 
but do not. go overboard and plant 
them too shallow. Except in situations 
where drainage is definitely had, the 
plant, after the earth has settled, should 
be at approximately the same depth it 
grew in the nursery. Under normal 
conditions 6 or 8 inches of gravel in 
the bottom of the hole will take care 
of the drainage problem. In bad situa- 
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tions the plant should be raised. 

In the Middle-South and to the Coast, 
make the first planting of gladiolus 
corms this month. Many other bulbous 
things like agapanthus, amaryllis, but- 
terfly-lily, ginger-lily, day-lily, hosta, 
liriope, montbretia, oxalis, sprekelia 





and zephyranthes may also be planted 
this month. The planting of roses, 
shrubs and trees should be rushed to 
a completion as soon as practical. Of 
course many of these things can be 
successfully handled next month, but 
this month is better—far better for most 
of them—particularly in the Mid-South 
and on down to the Coast. 


Feeding 


February is a good month for feed- 
ing established roses, shrubs and trees. 
Too many of us forget to feed our 
shrubs and trees. A liberal annual 
feeding will result in better growth 
and bloom and contribute much to the 
general health of the plants. Spading 
the soil in the shrub beds will greatly 
increase its moisture-holding capacity. 

As the daffodil foliage first peeps 
through the surface is a good time to 
feed established clumps. If the soil is 
exceptionally poor, use a balanced plant 
food in small quantities; in average soils 
50-50 mixture of bonemeal and _ bal- 
anced fertilizer will be satisfactory.¢

BOUT THE FIRST OF MARCH the 
promise of spring perennially 
triggers the gardening side of my 

personality into action. I begin making 
preparations for what I am sure will 
be the best year yet in my small gar- 
den and turning my daughter and my 
African-violets over to my understand- 
ing husband, I head for the Colonial 
Williamsburg Garden Symposium. 


I have attended the Symposium for 
the past four years, and it has become 
the high point in my garden year. Since 
every year I have attended has seemed 
better than the last, it’s no wonder I’m 
counting the days until March 9 when 
FLOWER GROWER and Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg again offer this unique pro- 
gram for gardeners. There’s a second 
session March 16-18 with a different

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set of experts. It’s not easy to decide 
which session to attend, so last year I 
attended both. 

If this will be your first Symposium, 
you probably are wondering just what 
you should take in the way of clothing, 
where to stay and eat, what you can see 
and do in Williamsburg, whom you may 
meet, and what you'll get out of the 
program. Perhaps I can supply a few 
of the answers to these most important 
questions. 

You'll no doubt be surprised to find 
that spring has already come to Vir- 
ginia. The fruit trees will be in full 
blossom; bulbs will have started their 
pageantry, and the fragrant Chinese 
honeysuckle will have made its pres- 
ence known. 

The weather will be perfect for light- 
weight suits or dark cottons with a light 
wrap, which will see you through the 
day’s program of talks and tours. You 
may want one or two dressier outfits 
for evening wear. Be sure to pack at 
least one pair of walking shoes and, as 
insurance against rain, an umbrella and 
a pair of galoshes. Williamsburg is 
made to order for shutter-bugs, so 
bring your camera. Even a rank am- 
ateur like me is able to pick up some 
excellent pointers from the experienced 
photographers present. 

You should make your reservations 
at the Williamsburg Inn or the Wil- 
liamsburg Lodge as early as possible. 
The rates are very special for Sympos- 
ium registrants. Your quarters will be 
restful and attractive, whether you 
choose the Lodge or the more luxurious 
Inn. Both are located close to the re- 
ception center where most of the pro- 
grams take place. 

For convenience you'll probably eat 
most of your meals at the place where 
you stay, but don’t leave Williamsburg 
without dining at the King’s Arms 
Tavern and Chowning’s Tavern. Here, 
with eighteenth century elegance, you'll 
be served the famous foods of colonial 
days: Virginia ham, fried chicken, 
English mutton chops, Sally Lund 
bread, escalloped oysters, peanut soup, 
green gage ice cream, Brunswick stew, 
Welsh rarebit, and “butter’d apple- 
pye.” 

The food at the Inn is unsurpassed, 
but for more moderately priced meals, 
you may eat at the Lodge dining room 
or coffee shop. The headwaiter at either 
hotel will prepare a box lunch for you 
sO you can picnic while you sightsee. 

If you have visited Williamsburg I 
don’t need to tell you what an inspiring 
setting it is for a garden program. The 
moment you enter Duke of Gloucester 
Street you are transported back to the 
eighteenth century. The dwellings are 
authentic reproductions while the 
theater, the drugstore, the post office 
and even the five-and-ten are housed 
in harmonizing buildings of eighteenth 





century design. The Wren Building on 
the William and Mary campus and 
Bruton Church are originals. Signs will 
direct you to the reception center, 
which serves as a sort of headquarters 
for Symposium guests. You'll receive 
a large envelope full of interesting bro- 
chures to help you enjoy your stay in 
the colonial city. In it you will also 
find a list of the folks who have regis- 
tered for the Symposium and their home 
addresses. I’m always amazed at the 
large number of states represented. 

By Wednesday morning all the regis- 
trants will have arrived. A glance at 
your program will show you that each 
day’s Symposium program is divided 
into four parts: morning lectures, after- 
noon tours, discussion teas and eve- 
ning events. This year the first session’s 
experts will direct their attention to

Over tea and 
cookies, you can ply the experts with 
all your questions and problems. 

After a leisurely supper hour, every- 
one returns to the reception center for 
another outstanding program. One eve- 
ning you'll get a chance to meet the

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How to Grow Seedlings Successfully Indoors 


February is the proper time to 
start flower seeds indoors. Seeds 
of snapdragon, petunia, salvia, verbena 
and annual dahlia should be started 
this month, whereas other annuals like 
balsam, marigold, zinnia and certain 
vegetables are better started in March. 
A soil that is loose in texture and one 
that drains well and yet holds moisture 
readily is best. A good mixture is two 
parts (by volume) of good garden 
loam, one part of sifted leafmold or 
peatmoss and one part of coarse sand. 
Where large numbers of seedlings 
are to be grown, the best soil container 
is the standard greenhouse flat. Most 
gardeners, however, finding the stand- 
ard flat unwieldly, prefer a tray full of 
small pots or pans. By placing the 
smaller containers in a water-tight tray, 
it is possible to water the soil by in- 
troducing the water from below and 
allowing it to seep up into the pots 
through the drainage holes. Watering 
in this way, rather than from above, 
will prevent very tiny seeds such as 
petunias and snapdragons from being 
washed away. 

Coffee tins also make excellent seed- 
starting containers but small holes 
should first be punched into the bot- 
tom for drainage. The lower inch is 
then filled with coal cinders or broken 
crockery and the remainder, to within 
¥% inch of the top, with the soil mix- 
ture mentioned above. To water, set 
the tins in a pan containing about 2 
inches of water and leave them there 
until the moisture seeps up to the soil 
surface. Then lift the tins and place 
them on a solid support away from the 
standing water. 

Seeds should be sown at the depth 
indicated on the seed packet and held 
at a temperature of about 70°. After 
the seedlings appear, keep them at a 
cooler temperature and place in a 
south window to give them as much 
natural light as possible. Seedlings

grown in dim light and at high tempera- 
tures tend to become pale green and 
tall and spindly. 

Unfortunately, growing healthy seed- 
lings in flats, pots or coffee tins is not 
always a simple job, especially when 
conditions are favorable for the growth 
of certain harmful soil-inhabiting fungi. 
As a matter of fact, many gardeners 
are inclined to blame thin stands of 
seedlings on poor seed when, in many 
instances, they are due to seed decay 
caused by the so-called damping-off 
fungi. 

Damping-off is the most destructive 
and widespread disease of seedings. 
The stage most commonly observed by 
gardeners is known as post-emergence 
damping-off, in which the young seed- 
lings decay or “melt” at the soil line 
and fall over. Though observed less 
frequentiy, the pre-emergence stage 
may be equally destructive since the 
fungi involved produce seed decay be- 


fore or immediately after germination. 

Damping-off is always most preva- 
lent under conditions of high humidity 
and high temperatures. Thickly sown 
flats or pots usually have more of the 
disease than thinly sown ones. The 
disease is always more severe in heavy 
clay soils, which retain water, than in 
light sandy soils. Also, the disease is 
more prevaient in soils high in unde- 
composed organic matter or those con- 
taining poorly rotted manure. 

To check damping-off, therefore, 
avoid overwatering, provide adequate 
sunlight and air, and use the proper 
soil mixture. 

Over the past quarter of a century 
many ways have been devised to pre- 
vent damping-off. These include ap- 
plying heat and chemicals directly to 
the soil, using chemical dusts on the 
seeds before sowing and using sphag- 
num moss as the starting medium. You 
will have to decide which of these

HEAT: An easy way to sterilize 
small amounts of soil is to place the 
soil in containers in which the seeds 
_are to be planted later, moisten slightly 
‘and then heat in the kitchen oven for 
the time it would take to bake a 
medium-sized potato. 

This treatment controls all, harmful 
fungi and destroys all weed seeds. 
However, baked soil gives off an un- 


pleasant odor, so turn on the ventilator 


fan or open the windows during and 
immediately after the heating process. 
Set the containers outdoors and sow 
the seeds any time after the soil has 
cooled. 

It is well to warn gardeners that the 
danger of re-contamination is greater 
with steam-sterilized soil or with any 
other method which destroys nearly all 
the soil flora. If harmful fungi are re- 
introduced into such soil, they will 
spread more readily and cause more 
trouble than in unsterilized soil be- 
cause of the lack of competition with 
the normal and beneficial soil or- 


|. ganisms.

On each standard-sized greenhouse 
flat filled with soil, sprinkle 1 table- 
spoon of formaldehyde diluted with 
5 tablespoons of water and mix in 
thoroughly by hand. Cover the flat 
with several layers of newspaper and 
Then remove 
the paper cover and sow the seeds in 
the regular manner. To water the soil 
set the flat in a larger container holding 
about | inch of water. When the sur- 
face of the soil is moist, remove the 
flat and place it in a suitable location 
for seed germination. 

This method is easy to carry out and 
it sterilizes both the soil and container 
and partially sterilizes the seeds in a 
single operation. Soil for transplant- 
ing and for house plants can be freed 
of harmful organisms by this method, 
but such soil must be well aerated for 
several days before use, or until all 
odor of formaldehyde has disappeared. 
One disadvantage of this treatment is

disease. One ounce of Sunox powder 
dissolved in 20 gallons of water will 
treat 160 square feet of bench sp2ce. 
The latter treatment is obviously for 
gardeners owning a greenhouse or for 
commercial florists and nurserymen. 
Chioropicrin or tear gas, sold under 
the name Larvacide, may be used to 
treat small quantities of soil to control 
insects, fungi and weeds. Because this 
gas is unpleasant to use and is harm- 
ful to growing plants, it must be used 
outdoors. Place! 6 inches of soil in 
the bottom of a 30- or 50-galion iron 
barrel having an open top. Sprinkle 
1 fluid ounce of the chemical over the 
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soil. Continue filling the barrel with 
soil, repeating the application at each 
of two higher levels, approximately 1 
foot apart and leaving 6 inches of soil 
above the last application of Larvacide. 
Keep the barrel covered tightly for at 
Jeast one day. Then dump the soil onto 
a clean surface to allow the fumes to 
dissipate completely before use.

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TW WERE IS NOT A PERSON TODAY who finds joy in 
gardening, who sees beauty in the out-oi-doors 
who practices any kind of horticulture—whose 

lite does not hold some contribution from the life and 

work of Liberty Hyde Bailey. 

Horticulturally, he is our greatest American among 
the immortals of this or any generation. It is im- 
possible to give here an adequate evaluation of the 
man. His last book, A Garden of Bell Flowers, pub 
lished last year, marks almost a century of prodigi- 
ous activity. 

After he retired from active teaching and adminis- 
tration, plant explorations took him all over the civi- 
lized and uncivilized world. From these explorations 
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he built the Bailey Hortorium and Library which 
houses over 250,000 specimens of cultivated and 
wild plants, the largest collection in the United States 
and second in the world. He personally financed all 
of his trips of plant hunting, and built with his own 
funds the Hortorium which he and Mrs. Bailey do- 
nated to Cornell when they celebrated their 77th 
birthdays in 1935. 

His 90th birthday party, to which Cornell had 
invited 200 friends and horticulturists from all over 
the world, was not held on Dr. Bailey’s 90th birth- 
day of March 15, but six weeks later. The reason 
for this discrepancy was told that night by Dr. Bailey 
in his own words: “I came down through the clouds

on the shore of a virginal and spice-fragrant island 
to celebrate my 90th anniversary. I recognized many 
of the forest trees, the plants and the animals. And 
I saw three great palm trees standing in and above 
the forest. I know they were new species—never 
described and never named by man. On that journey 
I celebrated my birthday anniversary all alone. Not 
one soul on that island knew—God was my witness 
and I loved it. It brought back to me the days of 





my youth in the woods.” 

It is plain to see in the records that there can be 
no informed intelligence of gardening and horticulture 
in America without knowing the step-by-step de- 
velopment led by Liberty Hyde Bailey. Horticultural 
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records after 1880 are saturated with theories, hy- 
pothicses and solutions led by him. At the philosophic 
level, we owe him much for the reconciliation of 
science and religion. At the scientific level, he is 
responsible for the development of horticulture from 
the practice of an art to the known facts of a science. 
President Theodore Roosevelt proclaimed Bailey’s 
teaching of evolution, “the greatest in the country 
and in the world.” 

Liberty Hyde Bailey was to many “a row of books” 
on their bookshelves. He was Hortus, the Dictionary 
of Gardening; he was the Manual of Cultivated Plants; 
and he was the three great volumes of the Standard 
Cyclepedia of Horticulture. He was an {SEE PAGE 65)

color in the yard or lends itself to arrangement. 

To the florist, the gladiolus is an essential flower 
for make-up work and for the cut-flower trade. To a 
smaller group, the gladiolus provides a source of satis- 
faction that comes from competitive exhibitions across 
the forty-eight states and Canada. To an even smaller 
group, varieties are collected and treated in the same 
manner as one might collect stamps. 

To reach all these groups so that each will benefit by 
the recommendations is not a simple or popular task. 
Certain basic facts cannot be overlooked. A careful 
selection of varieties for a particular use is a most essen- 
tial beginning point. Some of you may enjoy small- 
flowering varieties, others the larger types. Some may 
reach fer color for color’s sake alone; others, for the 
size and distinctiveness of floret. Catalogers give as 
accurate a discription in this field as is possible, and 
for the most part the descriptions and appraisals are 
reliable. When a variety proves unsatisfactory to the 
grower it will eventually disappear from the lists. Sec- 
ondly, gladiolus perform according to the care given 
them. It cannot bé*expecf®# that a variety intended for 
commercial use will win on the show table. There is 
a list of proven varieties to meet everyone’s taste, but 
how the corm is handled after purchase determines to a 
large degree the end result. For those who want to plant 
gladiolus in order to have color in their gardens or 
homes, perhaps the name of the variety is not very

important. In this case mixtures, prepared by the ma- 
jority of the better-known catalogers, are for the most 
part bargain offers. 

The fact that the gladiolus is a corm and simple to 
plant and care for is in itself a trap for the initiate. Some 
varieties do not reproduce as well as others. Some 
require more water than others. Some are more sus- 
ceptible to deterioration over a period of years than 
others. These facts should, in my opinion, stimulate 
the average grower to know more about what he is 
buying. Since hybridizers are doing their utmost to 
create more beauty in gladiolus, a careful study by buyers 
of the many catalogs available will be most rewarding. 
Feeling that FLOWER GROWER readers may be divided 
into three categories—the beginner or backyard. grower; 
the exhibitor; and the advanced hobbyist or collector— 
the following descriptions and recommendations are 
intended to answer questions concerning proper selec- 
tion of varieties. 

Knowing that the miniatures will be covered in an 
article at a later date, here we will deal only with larger 
varieties.

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them in your own backyard even if you do not have an elab- 

orate concrete pool. Gardeners can now obtain waterlily kits, 
as shown at right, complete with a pool that can be placed in a hole 
dug into the ground. Ideas on how to improvise pools from barrels 
and tubs are shown on page 78. 

When you select waterlilies, remember that there are two types, 
those which are hardy and can be left outdoors over winter, if their 
roots are protected from freezing, and tropical kinds that must be 
brought into a greenhouse or replaced each year. The leaf spread on 
some is great, so select varieties that will not become too crowded in 
your pool. You want to see some water. Don’t forget that all water- 
lilies like sunlight. 

If you purchase established plants, they will bloom six weeks after 
you plant them. In the North, hardy varieties bloom during June, 
July and August and are planted in April or May. Tropical kinds 
bloom in August, September and October and are not set out until 
warm weather is certain. Planting may be done earlier in warm cli- 
mates. 

Planting consists of putting the roots in a container that is placed 
in the pool. It should be about 2 feet across and 1 foot deep. Smaller 
containers may be used but they are not quite as satisfactory. Avoid 
unpainted metal or redwood containers. 

A good planting mixture consists of 1 part well-rotted manure and 
3 parts rich garden loam to which a 3-inch potful of a complete ferti- 
lizer has been added. Waterlily growers supply special fertilizers that 
are to be recommended. After firming the medium into the planting 
box, cover it with an inch layer of sand. Place the planting box in

the pool and cover it with 6 inches of water. When the water has ° 


warmed up for a day or two, push the roots gently through the sand. 
The roots of hardy waterlilies are planted horizontally about 1 inch 
deep with the crown exposed, and tropical varieties upright with the 
crown just even with the sand. After planting, raise the water 
gradually so that the tropical plants are finally covered with 8 inches 
of water and the hardies with 12 inches. The height of the contain- 
ers can be adjusted by setting bricks or blocks beneath them. 

Summer care is simple. Once a month wrap three individual hand- 
fuls of fertilizer in tissue paper and insert them in the soil around 
each waterlily. Black aphis may be syringed into the water to be eaten 
by fish which are a good idea as they will keep the water mosquito- 
free. 

Winter care consists of covering pools of hardy lilies with boards 
and straw so that the roots do not freeze or in moving the plants in 
water to the basement. Tropical lilies must be moved into a green- 
house or replaced again the following year.©

The story of the wonderful, versatile 
plant as told by the past president of the American Fuchsia Society. 


HILE FUCHSIAS HAVE BEEN GROWN in the United 

\\) States (mainly on the Pacific Coast) for at least 

a hundred years, only in the last twenty have they 

assumed the leading position that they deserve. It’s my 

sincere belief that where there is one fuchsia enthusiast 
now, there will be a hundred a generation from now. 

The evolution of the modern fuchsias has been a tri- 
umph of the hybridizer’s skill. From tiny blooms, barely 
an inch in length, have developed today’s fuchsias, which 
are 44% inches across. From a limited range of simple 
colors has evolved an array of varied shades and tonal 
combinations. True blue, orange and pure yellow are the 
main goals of the breeder now. 

Here on the Pacific Coast fuchsias are easy to grow. 
They have a long blooming season and they reproduce 
easily from cuttings. There are hundreds of different 
varieties to choose from and their cost is modest. In the 
East a great future awaits hobbyists ready to grow this

plant which is much sturdier than most people think. 

The mild, cool coastal regions of California and the 
Pacific Northwest offer an ideal home for fuchsias and, 
logically, here is the center of their genetic and cultural 
development. (Prior to 1930, the chief center of develop- 
ment was the British Isles.) 

The American Fuchsia Society, with headquarters in 
San Francisco, recently sent cuttings of one hundred new 
varieties to Great Britain. In recent years quantities of 
Western-created hybrids have been sent to such distant 
points as South Africa, New Zealand, Alaska, South 
America and Mexico, as well as to nearly all regions of 
the United States. 

There is a great demand for our large-flowered vari- 
eties, especially the doubles, and for the new vivid color- 
ings and lovely pastel shades which are so typical of the 
newer California introductions.

LORIBUNDA ROSES ARE GAINING IN POPULARITY each 

season and for good reason. Here in Georgia, as 

elsewhere throughout the United States, we have 
found that they have unbounding charm in the land- 
scape. There are low varieties for bordering walks or 
fronting small shrubs, medium-tall types for beds and 
borders and taller varieties for fronting tall shrubs or 
trees. Beautiful in spring, they continue to flower 
through hot summer weather and build up to climactic 
display of brilliance in fall.

It is possible to cut blooms from such varieties as PINK 
ROSETTE and CRIMSON ROSETTE with stems 24 to 30 
inches long. Frequently one cluster of a half-dozen or 
more perfectly shaped buds makes an entire bouquet. 
The flowers are just as beautiful when fully open as in 
buds, and some, such as FASHION, are even more attrac- 
tive in the advanced stages of flower development. 

Most floribundas were obtained by crossing dwarf 
polyanthas with hybrid teas. The result: flowers shaped 
like the hybrid teas, but clustered like the polyanthas, 
and plants with vitality, floriferousness and constancy 
of bloom characteristic of the polyanthas. There are 
perfect singles, such as FAIRY CLUSTER, and’ doubles, 
such as RED Pinoccuio. In addition, a few of the taller 
types, notably GERANIUM RED, produce single flowers 
to a stem as well as flowers in clusters. Aside from 
their vitality, the floribundas thrive under a wider range 
of temperatures and soil types than any other roses. 
Originally produced in Denmark and Holstein in an- 
swer to the need for roses for cold areas, they grow 
equally well, perhaps even better, in temperate and 
often very hot areas. 

Floribundas bloom profusely for us in Thomasville, 
Georgia, throughout the long rose-flowering season and 
their summer performance is almost miraculous. In 
1954 we experienced not only one of our hottest but 
one of the driest summers in years, and in our fields, 
where there were no facilities for watering and where 
all we could do was keep the bushes cultivated, such 
varieties as GERANIUM RED, JIMINY CRICKET, DONALD 
PRIOR, RED PINOCCHIO, FASHION, FLORIDORA, MA 
PERKINS and POULSEN’s BEDDER continued to bloom. 

If you can grow the lazy gardener’s rose, RADIANCE, 
with which I have no quarrel, you can grow most of the 
floribundas, but don’t assume that, like RADIANCE, the 
floribundas will grow with practically [SEE PAGE 86]

HE GARDENER who is not already a clematis enthusiast 
sk find among this group of plants many useful, 

colorful climbing vines. Many reach out 10 to 30 
feet or more. The small-flowered climbing species, fre- 
quently rampant growers, are ideal for covering fences, 
pergolas, porches and walls. They ramble informally 
over rocky slopes and tree stumps, and are excellent 
where luxuriant growth is desired. The less vigorous 
large-flowered hybrids are handsome and the vines are 
scaled for covering trellises, arbors, pillars and lamp posts. 
They may be grown outdoors in tubs for movable color 
accents and may be forced in a greenhouse or sunny room 
without much difficulty. 

Clematis will grow in partial shade, but the flowers will 
be finer if the top growth has full sun. The roots must 
always be shaded. A cool root-run is essential for the 
surface-feeding roots. Low- growing, shallow-rooted plants 
around the base of the vines provide a natural and attrac- 
tive protection. Shade can also be supplied by placing 
large pieces of broken flower pots over the soil or by 
inserting wooden slats on end around the plants. 

Protection from high winds insures against stem break- 
age, which encourages disease, so select a situation where 
trees or buildings provide a natural windbreak. 

Proper soil preparation is essential if you want healthy, 
attractive vines. Dig the planting hole 2% feet deep and 
1% feet wide. Put 6 inches of crushed [SEE PAGE 91] 
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CLEMATIS HENRYYI has white flowers that measure 8 
inches across. It blooms in summer and autumn and climbs 
to a height of 8 feet. Note its unusual seed pods. 





A bush fruit planting guide for 


Blueberries 


Uses: Dessert, pies, canning, freez- 
ing. Attractive shrub for landscape pur- 
poses, hedge or shrub border. Good 
autumn color, Atlantic variety being 
especially red. 

Growth characteristics: Shrub to 8 
feet, rather dense. Flowers small but 
freely produced and moderately attrac- 
tive. Heavily laden bush with blue 
berries also attractive in appearance. 

Cultural notes: Require a sandy acid 
soil, pH below 5.5, moist but well- 
drained. Perform better mulched, pref- 
erably with sawdust, rather than 
cultivated. Cultivation should be shai- 
low. Sulphate of ammonia fertilizer 
superior to others. Pruning moderate 
thinning out of young wood and occa- 
sional removal of old cane. Protect 
fruit from birds with netting. 

Planting distances: 8 x 5 feet. 

Planting zones: Eastern U. S. south- 
ward to Georgia and westward to Mis- 





sissippi river where soils are acid. Not 
in colder portions of northern states. 
Also Oregon and Washington. In 
southern United States Rabbiteye va- 
rieties should be used. In North, Earli- 
blue, Bluecrop, Berkeley, Jersey and 
Coville are good. 
Yields: 3 to 4 quarts per bush. 


Blackberries 


Uses: Dessert, canning, jam and jelly, 
excellent for pies. Plants in bloom are 
attractive and useful for a rough hedge 
at back of large lot if kept in bounds. 

Growth characteristics: Plants grow 
6 to 8 feet tall, branch, produce numer- 
ous suckers which may come up sev- 
eral feet from mother plant and must 
be subdued to prevent planting from be- 
coming a wide, thorny thicket. Canes 
are biennial. They grow one year, 
fruit the next and die, being replaced 
by a new set. 

Cultural notes: Grow in hedge rows, 
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subduing suckers so that row is about 
a foot wide. Mulching beneficial, but 
suckers push through it and must be 
cut off where not wanted. Spray just 
before bloom with DDT at rate of two 
pounds of wettable powder in 100 gal- 
lons of water to control tarnished plant 
bug which causes malformed berries. 
Pruning is thinning out of weaker canes 
in spring and cutting others back about 
one-fourth. Shorten laterals to 15 or 
18 inches. Remove fruiting canes after 
harvest. Use nitrogen fertilizer. 

Planting distances: Nine feet be- 
tween rows, 2 feet between plants in 
row allowing plants to fill in to make 
a hedge row. 

Planting zones: Blackberries in suit- 
able varieties may be grown in United 
States except in Great Plains, Rocky 
Mountain region and colder parts of 
northern tier of states. Suitable for 
milder fruit growing regions of On- 
tario, Canada. Each region has its own 
set of varieties. For northeastern

States: Bailey, Hedrick and Eldorado 
are recommended. 

Yields: One to one and one-half 
quarts per foot of hedge row. For 
family of four, 50 plants 2 feet apart. 


Currants and Gooseberries 


Uses: Currant one of best fruits for 
jelly, good for juice. Gooseberries good 
for jelly and jam, may be used when 
half grown for pies. Plants somewhat 
tolerant of shade and may be grown 
under young fruit trees or grape vines 
or north side of building or fence, but 
not in heavy shade where root compe- 
tition of large trees is present. 

Growth characteristics: Bush 3 to 4 
feet high, canes all from one crown. 

Cultural notes: Prefer medium to 
heavy soils, well-drained, high in fer- 
tility. Fertilize with manure or nitro- 
gen fertilizer. On light or infertile soils, 
use complete fertilizer with potash from 


sulphate of potash. Avoid muriate of 
potash. Cultivate shallowly, or better 
yet, mulch. Plan to spray to control 
aphids and leafspots, also mildew of 
European type gooseberries. Goose- 
berry trees must be sprayed for mildew, 
and sprouts must be removed from 
rootstock as they appear. Pruning is 
thinning out of canes, leaving three or 
four canes each of 1-, 2- and 3-year-old 
wood. 

Planting distances: 5 feet each way. 

Planting zones: Currants and goose- 
berries are cool climate plants. Plant 
north of latitude of Potomac and Ohio 
river valleys and in Canada. Very winter 
hardy. Culture forbidden in areas 
where white pines are important. Con- 
sult nursery inspector or state depart- 
ment of agriculture in white pine areas. 
Red Lake best currant. Poorman best 
gooseberry. 

Yields: Currants and _ gooseberries 
three quarts per plant. For family of 
four, ten currants and five gooseberries. 
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The ideal way to plant fruit bushes is to line them out in a garden 
by themselves where you can cultivate, spray and harvest easily. Many 
of us do not have space for a separate fruit garden but that is no 
reason why we cannot enjoy a bit of fresh fruit in season. The trick 
is to find some spot where we can use a few fruit bushes for landscape 
effect. Here we see how one gardener beautified his turncourt with 
fruit bushes. He followed the cultural instructions as closely as possible 
but to create the effect he wanted, was forced to space his plants 
slightly closer than recommended. His family now enjoys fresh home- 
grown fruit, although the yield is less than row culture would provide.

Grapes 


Uses: Dessert, unfermented juice, 
jelly, jam and wine. Vines are orna- 
mental enough for landscape use. May 
be used on treliises of different heights 
along the edge of a lot or to screen out 
an undesirable view. May be grown on 
side of a barn or garage or shade a 
porch. Excelicent for an arbor. Use 
vigorous varieties, preferably not in 
need of spraying to grow on buildings. 

Growth characteristics: Vigorous 
vines, the canes of which must be tied 
to the trellis. Many varieties varying 
greatly in vigor, season of ripening and 
fruit characters. Growth starts late and 
foliage is killed by first hard frost. 

Cultural notes: Vines may be trained 
by many methods, but Kniffin and um- 
brella methods are best for fruit produc- 
tion. Pruning must be severe and done 
each year, or vine will soon become an 
unmanageable tangle difficult to handle. 
For maximum fruit production, the 
amount of wood left to fruit should be 
adjusted to the vigor of the vine. Too 
severe pruning causes light crops; too 
light pruning causes overloading and 
failure to ripen properly. Plant on well- 
drained soil, preferably on south slope 
or south side of building for maximum 
heat to ripen crop in short seasons. 

Planting distance: Eight feet between 
rows and 8 feet apart in the row. For an 
arbor, plant vines about 4 feet apart. 

Planting zones: There are varieties 
for all parts of the country except the 
cold and dry Great Plains and Rocky 
Mountain region. Northeastern quarter 
of the country Concord and Niagara 
are excellent for arbors. Early varieties 
for short seasons are Portland, Ontario, 
Van Buren, Fredonia, Seneca and Wor- 
den. California and Oregon use Euro- 
pean grape varieties. Growers in South 
consult experiment stations. In very 
cold regions Beta and Janesville are 
used. 

Yields: Ten to fifteen pounds per 
vine. Ten to twelve vines for family of 
four depending on length of season and 
desire of family for grapes over a long 
period, six to eight weeks. If consider- 
able juice is to be made, plant mostly 
Concord. For dessert, plant a succes- 
sion of varieties. 


Raspberries 


Uses: Dessert, jam, freezing, canning. 
Not of much landscape value. 

Growth characteristics: Red raspber- 
ries grow 5 to 7 feet [SEE PAGE 76]

DON’T KNOW WHY “SALAD DAYS” 
| should be defined in the dictionary 

as “days of youth and inexperience.” 
Days of youth, perhaps, yes, for there’s 
something about a good salad that par- 
takes of the fresh, fleeting pertness of 
youth. But inexperience! That's one 
thing that doesn’t go with salad. 


A Delicate Hand with Salad. Those 
who have a sure touch with the salad 
bowl approach it thoughtfully and confi- 
dently; they toss off a well-seasoned 
salad practically without tasting it, as if 
it were no trick at all. It is no trick; 
their confidence is born of experience, 
the fruition of experimentation, of ob- 
servation, of testing out flavors and 
combinations. Salad has so many pos- 
sibilities; and taste is such an important 
factor in its success, that to the inexperi- 
enced it seems much more esoteric than 
it is, tempting one to fall back upon 
the traditional head lettuce with Rus- 
sian dressing or the tomato slice on a 
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mayonnaise-daubed leaf of lettuce, 
which are good in their place, but ele- 
mentary. 

How long has it been, for instance, 
since you’ve tasted the separate greens 
as they go into the salad bowl? It’s a 
refresher even for the experienced salad 
maker to sample a leaf of lettuce and 
compare the taste and texture with 
romaine, raw spinach, watercress, curly 
endive, and escarole. For the one who 
can do her sampling right in the garden 
row, it’s a delight. Testing it out on the 
spot generates ideas for sound combina- 
tions (watercress or endive, not both, 
since the bitterish endive submerges the 
peppery cress), for individualizing the 
greens. Gardening cooks will remind 
you of the deliciousness of crisp fresh 
lettuce perfectly plain, served with only 
the salt shaker; of watercress sprinkled 
—not dressed—with lemon juice and 
oil. 

Knowing how to use garlic and chives 
is the next step in ‘building the confi- 


dence of the salad maker. Once the 
tongue has become accustomed to the 
faint flavor of garlic in green salad, a 
salad made without rubbing the bowl 
with garlic seems. flat. A spoonful of 
chopped chives or a drop or two of 
onicn juice is equally essential. These 
enhance the taste of the salad, do not 
overpower the delicacy even of lettuce. 
With lettuce, garlic, chives, oil, lemon 
juice, pepper, and salt, you have the 
makings of the classic tossed salad of 
the French. It will be a bland, delicately 
seasoned salad, a good one to start one’s 
experience with, or to go back to from 
time to time to “correct the palate.” 
The success of a simple tossed lettuce 
salad starts long before the dressing is 
mixed and involves what is to my mind 
the chore aspect of salad—drying the 
greens. Washing lettuce is no chore at 
all; a few sloshings in cold water and a 
good rinse will do it. But the drying! 
That’s a painstaking process. Crispness 
is the objective; no drop of moisture 





must be allowed to cling, lest the dress- 
ing be diluted and the salad flabby. 
Shaking the lettuce in a wire basket 
isn’t good enough; a cloth must be used. 
And it must be a soft, absorbent cloth, 
gently applied with a patting motion 
taat will not crush the leaves. Romaine, 
celery cabbage, leaf and Bibb lettuce 
are the easiest to dry because they aren’t 
too crinkly. The leaves can be laid out 
separately on a tea cloth and patted 
dry with another cloth, then rolled up 
loosely as they lie, ready for chilling and 
crisping in the refrigerator. Boston let- 
tuce (which I particularly favor for the 
simple tossed salad we are considering), 
escarole, curly endive, spinach have so 
many curls and crevices that it is de- 
sirable to dry each leaf separately by 
hand; a tight head of iceberg lettuce is 
the hardest of all, especially because the 
leaves are difficult to separate without 
bruising and cracking. 

Drying greens for salad is patient 
work, and irksome if one is hurried. I 
try to get them prepared well ahead of 
time, preferably the day before, unless, 
of course, they’re fresh from the garden. 
If I know I’m going to be pressed for 
time, I find myself choosing romaine as 
the quickest to prepare. 

There is no recipe for tossed green 
salad. This is the reason I find myself 
impatient of those who make claim that 
there is only one right way to make this, 
that, or the other salad. There are many 
right ways, just so the salad be a delight 
to eat. I give you one of those ways to 
consider in making your own choices 
in adaptation or contradiction. 

Given the lettuce, well washed and 
thoroughly dried, waiting crisp in the 
refrigerator, a clove of garlic and a 
tablespoon of chopped chives, a top- 
grade olive oil and a lemon, the mixing 
can be started, either in the kitchen or 
at table. I like to rub the bowl—and it 
must be far too large a bowl—with both 
halves of the cut clove of garlic and 
break in the greens in the kitchen. Then 
I complete the dressing at table, which 
to me makes for conviviality. 

For this classic lettuce salad my 
measure of oil is 3 tablespoons to 1 of 
lemon juice. Vinegars for other types, 
yes, but for this one, which features the 
lettuce itself, the lemon juice gives less 
danger of wilting the salad, and the 
flavor is enhancing, not contrasting. 

Quick but unhurried action is now 
called for. First the oil, measured into 
a big wooden spoon and sprinkled over 
the lettuce; then the lemon juice and 
salt measured into the spoon, stirred 
around to dissolve the salt, and sprin- 
kled over the bowl. Next, a few quick 
grinds of fresh pepper, and last of all 
the chives. These go in last because 
they tend to. soften up more quickly 
than the lettuce. Now begins the light 
and rhythmic tossing, which is more a 
gentle turning of the lettuce over and 


over until every leaf is coated and all 
the seasonings well! distributed. 


Classic Plus. On the classic tossed salad 
one can play a variety of tunes. For 
seasonings, here are some combinations 
I've liked. The proportion of oil to 
astringent remains constant, 3 to 1, 
which is about the right amount for 
salad for two, using half a head of let- 
tuce. The salt would measure about 2 
teaspoon, but one has to taste for per- 
fect seasoning. The amounts of herbs 
suggested are related to the above pro- 
portions. Garlic is of course taken for 
granted: 


. oil and lemon juice, salt, 1 tea- 
spoon chives, I teaspoon fresh or “% 
teaspoon dried chervil. 

. oil and lemon juice, salt, 1 tea- 
spoon chives, 1 teaspoon fresh or a 
scant % teaspoon dried tarragon. 

. oil and lemon juice with 3 or 4 
drops onion juice, salt, 1 teaspoon 
fresh or % teaspoon dried chervil, %4 
teaspoon fresh or % teaspoon dried 
tarragon. 

. oil and tarragon vinegar, salt, 
1 tablespoon chives, 1 tablespoon fresh 
chopped dill, 1 tablespoon fresh 
chopped basil. 

. oil and red wine vinegar, salt, 
1 tablespoon chives, 1 teaspoon fresh 
or Y% teaspoon dried of each of the 
following: summer savory, thyme, 
basil. 

. oil and red wine vinegar, salt, 1 
tablespoon chives, 1 teaspoon each of 
fresh chopped dill, basil, marjoram, 
chervil (in using dried herbs, “4 tea- 
spoon each; summer savory should re- 
plece the dill). 


If you like to toss your salad at table 
but don’t want to fuss with the tray 
arrayed with all the little pipkins, bowls, 
shakers, grinders, and jars needed for 
the dressing, you can mix the dressing 
in a cruet and have that ready at table 
for the final tossing. For emergency 
salad making I usually keep on hand a 
basic mix of French dressing—just the 
vinegar, oil, salt, and pepper. If a peeled 
clove of garlic is dropped into it whole, 
to stand for 48 hours, there'll be the 
whiff of garlic in the salad without the 
necessity of bowl-rubbing. 


Four and twenty greens. The range of 
ingredients is as wide in selecting the 
greens for salads as it is in combining 
the seasonings for the dressing. Be- 
sides the variety of lettuces and endives 
already mentioned, there are watercress, 
celery and beet leaves, chard, coliards, 
and turnip tops. Corn salad, or fetticus, 
is often overlooked even by gardening 
cooks; this hardy little salad herb, with 
its rosettes of spoon-shaped gray-green 
leaves, is easy to grow, and for an early 
spring salad can, because of its mild 
flavor, do duty for lettuce. 

It’s fun to compile a salad of mixed 


greens, using whatever is in season. The 
salad maker with an eye for color con- 
trast and shading can achieve a salad 
bowl to tempt the eye as well as the 
palate. I particularly like the bright 
dark leaves of spinach, the jade-green 
sprigs of watercress, and the red-veined 
beet leaf, or rhubarb chard as contrast 
to the lovely pale yellow-green of let- 
tuce. Experienced salad makers know 
that such a mixed salad needs to be 
based on one predominating green, any 
one of the lettuces, and that added 
greens should be a little of this and a 
little of that. My own principle calls 
for limiting the varieties to three or 
four for any one salad. 

As the vegetable garden comes along, 
radishes, scallions, rings of red onions, 
cucumber slices, slivers of green pepper, 
shavings of young carrot, flowerets of 
cauliflower enhance a tossed salad. As 
in the case of mixed greens, too great a 
mixture of raw vegetables makes a con- 
fused salad, both in appearance and 
taste. Radishes, scallions, and green 
pepper make a good combination; so do 
scallions, red onion rings, and cauli- 
flowerets. One of the most delicious 
salads of this type I ever enjoyed was 
that served by a friend who tossed up 
Boston lettuce, curly endive, a spinach 
leaf or two, radish slices, raw cauliflow- 
erets, and raw peeled mushroom slices, 
crisp and white, with a cellar-coolness to 
their flavor. Her dressing was seasoned 
with red wine vinegar, chives, and basil, 
with of course a good rub of garlic in 
the bowl. 


Never a Tomato in Salad. One principle 
I stoutly defend is that tomato should 
never, never appear in tossed salad. In 
this matter I’m one of those cultists I’ve 
been at pains to deplore. I’m even 
thinking of starting a NATIS Club (the 
Never a Tomato in Salad Club), of 
which I'll be glad to be treasurer of the 
tradition. Why dry all those greens by 
hand if the juice oozing from even the 
most perfect tomato quarters is to be 
allowed to dilute the dressing and wilt 
down the salad? I feel somewhat the 
same way about cucumber, but violently 
about tomatoes. Cucumbers at least 
give no offense if they are sliced length- 
wise with the pulp removed. In any 
case, I am such a lover of cucumbers 
and tomatoes that I prefer to give them 
top billing as a salad, each by itself 
(August will tell the tale), and not sub- 
ject them to the minor role in a salad 
that has been created to feature lettuce. 

Since it’s nearly planting time for let- 
tuce—maybe you're already enjoying 
leaf lettuce from the cold frame—what 
varieties are you planning to plant? 
Salad Bowl, perhaps, and one of the 
Simpson or New York strains for leaf 
lettuce; for head lettuce, perhaps Big 
Boston, White Boston, or maybe the old 
favorite Mignonette, with its russet- 
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CAMPANULA, Wedgewood

tinged dark leaves? Romaine, I hope; 
Paris White is a good choice if you 
haven't tried romaine before. 

It’s rather surprising that romaine is 
not too frequently raised by home gar- 
deners. While it forms a loose head in 
summer, it resists heat better than leaf 
and head lettuce; it can also be sown 
in August for a fall crop which heads 
up well, and can be blanched, as it 
matures, by tying in the outer leaves. 

What about trying out some of the 
more unusual salad plants if you haven’t 
done much experimentation lately? Fet- 
ticus, for a change, or Chinese cabbage, 


| which is so much easier to grow than 


celery and which can do double duty, 


on the relish tray as well as in the salad 


bowl. Its sweet lettuce-like flavor and 
crisp texture make it the ideal addition 
to coleslaw if you wish to soften the 


| sharp flavor of the cabbage. Chihli and 


Michihli are the enticing names of two 
standard strains. 

No one with any garden space at all 
need be without lettuce and salad greens 
most of the summer season.

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a neat and attractive edging to the gar- 
den path—even for the flower border— 
and can be followed up with petunia 
seedlings as the early plants are pulled 
and eaten. Romaine can be started when 
the spinach is eaten up; Chinese cab- 
bage can replace early peas and beets. 

For the sake of one’s shoes, there 
should be a dry path, and we hope a 
short one, from the kitchen door to the 
salad and herb garden. Gardening cooks 
are not always garbed in jeans and 
apron, and it ‘is a comfort to be able to 
run out dry-shod to the garden for some 
last-minute addition to the salad or soup 
or stew. In the season of unexpected 
rains, it is very pleasant to be able to 
saunter out, dressed for dinner and per- 
haps accompanied by the guests, to sur- 
vey the garden glistening in the sun 
after a shower and to gather the greens 
which will later be exclaimed over as 
salad. Such a saunter affords oppor- 
tunity for cooking-gardening chat, a de- 
lightful appetizer to dinner. 


Hostess, Take a Bow. As a semicolon 
to salad, which will crop up again and 
again as the seasons march around, here 
is one of the best highly seasoned salads 
that the imagination of a connoisseur of 
good eating ever invented: Romaine 
Salad “Caesar.” “Caesar” is in quotes 
because there are many hotly defended 
variants of this recently grown-popular 
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tossed salad. The only points of general 
agreement are that Caesar Salad is Cali- 
fornian in origin, that it contains a raw 
egg and anchovies, and that one’s own 
favorite method of making it is best. 

This recipe is selected because it is 
not only excellent but simple, and en- 
ables the hostess to make all prepara- 
tion in advance, leaving only the 
graceful tossing to be done at table. 

Caesar Salad, because of its pungent 
seasoning, deserves to be a separate 
course, served with sea toast, crisp 
Swedish wafers, or toasted saltines. 
Californians serve it as a first course, a 
pleasant custom. However, it does well 
with cold cuts and many roasts and is 
superb in a “steak-and-salad” dinner, in 
a menu that might start with cream of 
oyster or Corn-Curry Soup, continue 
with the steak, charcoal-broiled, and 
Caesar Salad, and end happily with fruit 
and cheese, coffee and brandy. 


Romaine Salad “Caesar” 


heads romaine 

clove garlic 

anchovy fillets 

tablespoons Parmesan cheese 
egg 

tablespoons olive oil 
tablespoon wine vinegar 
slices thin-cut bread 
tablespoons butter 
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See that the romaine is well washed, 
scrupulously dried, and thoroughly 
chilled. Well ahead of time mash a 
clove of garlic in your largest wooden 
salad bowl, rubbing the garlic well 
around the sides. Let the bowl stand 
thus for a few minutes, then scrape out 
and discard the garlic pulp. Put in the 
anchovy fillets and cheese, mashing 
these to a smooth paste. Meanwhile boil 
the egg in fast-bubbling water for 1 
minute, no more. The white should be 
slightly coddled, just enough to cut the 
sticky edge of rawness. Add the egg 
to the anchovy-cheese mixture, blend- 
ing well. The dressing is completed by 
adding the oil and vinegar and working 
it all smooth. 

Prepare croutons by buttering the 
bread slices on both sides, cubing them, 
and browning them crisp in the oven. 

The Caesar Salad is now ready to 
assemble at dinnertime. Stir up the 
dressing, break the romaine into the 
bowl. Sprinkle the croutons atop, and 
toss and toss until each leaf is well 
coated and the croutons have absorbed 
some of the dressing.

The year’s at the spring, 
And day’s at the morn;

Ernest Chabot and the September 1954 FLOWER GROWER 
which contains articles about greenhouses and also the 
results of a special survey of home greenhouse owners in 
all sections of the country. 

No one temperature will suit everything you may wish 
to grow, and some plants will do better in ground beds 
than in raised benches. For these reasons I purchased a 
13- x 21-foot Orlyt greenhouse and added a 6-foot sash 
house extension along one side. The greenhouse is run 
at a 60° night temperature, has automatic ventilation and 
an automatic subirrigated bench on one side and manually 
operated subirrigated benches down the center and the 
other side. The sash house is run at a 45-50° night tem- 
perature and has two sections of ground beds and one 
section especially reserved for flats or pots of bulbs and 
plants. I also have a 54-square-foot coldframe; a 6-foot- 
square cinder block box for a compost pile; and, for 
smooth greenhouse operation, a multi-section cinder block 
receptacle for leafmold, manure, compost and potting soil. 
With this equipment I grow a wide variety of material 
and have flowers in bloom every day of the year. Below 
I have listed the flowers which, to me, are tops in their 
class and the culture which I have found to be most suc- 
cessful in raising these flowers to perfection. 





HIBISCUS 


CHINESE HIBISCUS (H. Rosa- 
sinensis). To my knowledge there is 
no shrub which blooms as continuously 
as does this exotic gem. Each branch 
terminates in a bud cluster which al- 
ways seems to have four or five buds 
in various stages of development. The 
single or double flowers are shades of 


red, white, pink and yellow. The plants heat in a 60° greenhouse, adequate 


seem to bloom best when pot-bound 
and they prefer a 60° house. While each 
flower only lasts a day or two, they 
are as striking as orchids in a corsage 
and they are excellent for floating or 
submerged arrangements. I take cut- 
tings each year in late summer and dur- 
ing the first year I pinch frequently to 
promote a compact growth. Of course 
size of flowers depends on the number 
of blooms being produced. I try to 
end up with a plant of six or seven 
branches in the third year. With 
monthly feedings of 5-10-5 fertilizer (a 
teaspoonful to each 6-inch pot during 
the blooming season), a three-year-old 
plant will have one to three blooms 
per week from November until! July. 


TRANSVAAL DAISY (Gerberia 
Jamesoni). At the base of dandelion- 
like foliage you can count two, three 
or more tiny buds which in a month 
or so develop into delicately colored 
daisies, lasting a week or more as cut 
flowers. Gerberas like lime, bottom

month of liquid plant food. I have 
found them easy to raise from seed 
started in early spring. I plant the 
seedlings directly into a raised bench, 
spacing them 10 inches apart. The 
plants start to bloom in January and 
carry on until summer at which time 
they can be divided and replanted in 
the same bench in fresh soil. I think 
a lot of my success with plants that re-

main in one bench over a long period 
is due to the subirrigation method of 
watering I use. This method requires 
the following bench construction: The 
inside of the cypress wood bench is 
coated with asphalt roofing compound. 
To make a watertight compartment a 
cypress board is placed across the 
bench 2 inches from one end. The 
bottom of the board is notched to al- 
low water to drain into a 3-inch layer 
of coke placed in the bottom of the 
bench. Soil is placed on top of the coke, 
and a copper tube water line is run 
from the four benches I have to the 
water compartments along one side of 
the 60° greenhouse. This provides sub- 
irrigation which can be varied to suit 
the season merely by opening one 
valve for as long as is required to keep 
the top of the soil barely moist. 


FUCHSIA (hybrids of several spe- 
cies). The old familiar “ladies’ ear 
drops,” with their purple cups and sur- 
rounding rose-colored petals, have been 
so altered by the hybridizers’ skill that 
the new forms differ from their an- 
cestors in both color and shape. I like 
fuchsias because they make a grand 
showing when mixed with pots of white

petunias in the greenhouse in late 
spring and summer at a time when the 
greenhouse has that empty look, having 
disgorged its load of outdoor planting 
material. Fuchsias are normally dor- 
mant during early winter and like to 
be kept cool and dry, but I have found 
that cuttings taken in September, 
grown in full light at 60° during the 
winter and fed with 5-10-5 fertilizer, 
will produce good flowering piants in 
6-inch pots the following June. There 
is danger of sun scald of the soft growth 
in early spring, so in March I harden 
the plants in the sash house with light 
shading. This delays the flowering two 
or three weeks, but by the time I move 
them back into the greenhouse there is 
room for them on the center bench and 
the slat shades are on the top glass.

[FROM PAGE 53] Of all the un- 
usual plants that can be grown easily 
in the greenhouse this is perhaps the 
most intriguing because its large 
creamy flowers with surrounding 
brownish guard petals bloom for but 
a few hours at night and then die. The 
plants grow easily from rooted cut- 
tings. A 6- or 7-foot piece of driftwood 
makes a good support, and a well- 
crocked 8-inch bulb pan filled with 
sandy loam will be sufficient for the 
limited root system.’ I grow a plant 
of sweet alyssum in the same pot and 
add just enough water to keep it living. 
This seems to provide the cereus with 
ample water. Several applications of 
5-10-5 fertilizer during the late summer 
will provide the necessary food to make 
the hairy little warts along the stem 
develop into 8-inch blooms. 

STOCK (Mathiola incana). The

Seed started 
August 1, transplanted to plant bands 
when ready, and placed in a well-pre- 
pared ground bed 3 inches apart in 
rows 6 inches apart, will provide a 
in January. The seed of most 


double, but usually in young plants the 
singles have entire marginal leaves, 
while the doubles have indented leaves. 
Thus it is possible to rogue out the 
singles and have a fully double crop. 
Stocks should be a main crop, so plan 
to have a minimum of fifty to a hun- 
dred plants to set out. Do not pinch. 
Feed several times with 5-10-5 fer- 
tilizer before buds show color. Using 
the same ground bed, I follow the 
January crop with a second planting 
from seeds sown November 15 to De- 
cember 1. These piants bloom in April 
and May, but their quality is not as 
high as the first ones because of the 
more rapid growth produced by higher 
temperatures. , 

SWEET PEA (Lathyrus odoratus). 
Most greenhouse gardeners are afraid 
to try sweet peas because of the head- 
room required; however, by training 
them on a support made from galva- 
nized wire and string good results can 
be obtained. Sweet peas provide that 
“different” flower to perk up a vase of 
flowers, and the new hybrids now grown 
commercially have five and six flowers 
per stem instead of the thfee or four 
of former years (See “A New Race of 
Sweet Peas” in FLOWER GROWER, 
March, 1952.) I grow only a 5-foot 
row at the north end of the cool sash 
house, planting the seeds 4 inches apart 
early in August in a deeply prepared 
ground bed. As the vines grow up the 
strings which hang from the roof I

pull them down to conserve headroom. 
I also use nitrogen fertilizer sparingly 
and side-dress with muriate of potash 
to increase flower production and pre- 
vent too lush a lea! growth. 


FREESIA 


MARGUERITE (Chrysanthemum 
frutescens). No list of greenhouse 
perennials would be complete without 
these wonderful yellow, white or blue 
daisies. The yellow Boston daisy is the 
most satisfactory of the three from the 
standpoint of size, color and length of 
stem. New plants are raised from 
cuttings taken late in the summer and 
they may be benched or grown in pots. 
I prefer to grow them in pots in the 
60° house because by late April they 
are bushes 2 feet in diameter. I like 
to be able to shift them around to 
form a background for a display of 
other flowers in the center bench. I 
have also used some of my surplus 
plants to set out as early as March 15 
in outdoor window boxes where they 
continue to bloom and provoke con- 
siderable praise from all who happen 
to see them 

FREESIA (F. refracta). It is hard 
to realize that so much beauty and 
fragrance can come from such a small 
corm. Supporting the weak stems is a 
problem, but I have had success using 
two layers of chicken wire suspended 
horizontally over a flat from 2-foot 
posts located at each corner of the flat. 
At planting time in October I place the 
first layer of wire on top of the soil and 
plant a corm under each hole in the 
wire. The flats are stored in a frost-free 
place and brought into the 60° green- 
house from December on. As _ the 
plants grow I move the wire up the 
posts until it is 4 to 6 inches above the 
soil. I then train the leaves through the 
holes in the second layer of wire and 
move it up as the leaves elongate. Each 
flat blooms over a two- to three-week 
period and after blooming I store the

flats in direct sunlight at 50-60° to 
ripen the foliage so that the corms can 
be replanted. 

CHINA ASTER (Callistephus chinen- 
sis). These excellent flowers come in 
various sizes and shapes with variations 
of red, white and blue. It is difficult 
to compare their colors with other 
flowers, for each flower seems to have 
a gradation of a single color which is 
distinctly different from other flowers. 
Asters are almost impossible to grow 
outdoors along the Eastern Coast, but 
under glass they are sensational. Asters 
are one of the quickest annuals to 
bloom. I usually start seeds in January 
with some plants in bloom by the last 
week of March. I like the early branch- 
ing pompons best because they 
average eight to ten flowers on 
medium-length stems. I am able to 
grow twenty-four plants in a 24%2- by 
5-foot bench. They do well for me in 
the 60° greenhouse, although most 
growers recommend a lower tempera- 
ture. 

ISMENE (Hymenocallis species). 
These white trumpets, which are often 
called Peruvian daffodils, look some- 
what like daffodils except for the petals

which are parallel to and extend be- 
yond the trumpet. They are normally 
summer-flowering, although I under- 
stand they can be forced for winter 
bloom. However, whenever I have 
potted up the bulbs in November or 
December I have seen no sign of growth 
until April, so I now plant my bulbs in 
both pots and flats in April for bloom 
in July. 

CHRYSANTHEMUM (C._ mori- 
folium). Here is truly the queen of 
flowers, for not only are chrysanthe- 
mums beautiful and long-lasting both 
on the plant or in a vase, but they are 
extremely versatile in color, size and 
form. There are large commercial 
types as seen in florists’ windows; ex- 
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hibition types with petals incurved or 
reflexed; singles; anemones with a high 
cushion center in the same or a con- 
trasting color; pompons in_ small, 
medium and large sizes; and various 
other forms such as quill, spider and 
thread-like. They bloom normally from 
September through January and, by 
manipulation of shading or extra light, 
they can be made to bloom at any sea- 
son of the year. Personally, | we *d much 
rather let the chrysanthemum, my fa- 
vorite flower, reign supreme in its sea- 
son than to upset its metabolism—and 
possibly mine—by making it flower at 
Easter time. For the culture of chrys- 
anthemums see “Chrysanthemania” in 
FLOWER GROWER, May, 1952 and the 
well-known guide, Chrysanthemums 
for Pleasure by Ernest L. and Aleita 
Scott. I have found that the slat shad- 
ing I use on the greenhouse in the 
summer is too dense for growing chrys- 
anthemums inside, so I grow them in 
7-inch pots in a “plunge pit” from 
June until October, at which time | 
move them into the greenhouse. There 
they can be arranged according to 
height to make a breath-taking display 
to last for over three months. 

POOR MAN’S ORCHID (Schizan- 
thus). These miniature orchid-like 
flowers range from bright red through 
the pastel colors. A well-grown plant 
will have as many as fifty individual 
flowers set in delicate lacy foliage. I 
have grown this plant in pots, flats and 
raised benches and have found that 
pot-bound plants grown in a 50° house 
until buds show color produce the best 
flowers. I start seeds in August, shift 
the seedlings to 2-inch pots when re- 
quired and transplant four plants to an 
8- or 10-inch bulb pan in November. I 
use thin galvanized stakes for support 
and do not pinch the plants. The plants 
are fed with 5-10-5 fertilizer or tiquid 
plant food every three or four weeks 
until blooming time in March. Since 
each plant makes a fair-sized bouquet 
in itself, a half-dozen pots will make a 
stunning display. 

“SNAPDRAGON (Antirrhinum ma- 
jus). The bolder colors of snaps con- 
trast with the usually more delicate 
pastel tones of stocks, but snaps have 
no fragrance and their keeping quali- 
ties are not as good. Grow only va- 
rieties marked “winter-flowering” or 
“forcing.” Start seeds in July and fol- 
low the same procedure as with stocks, 
except feed them less nitrogen fertilizer. 
They may be spaced 3 inches apart in 
rows 3 inches apart and will flower in 
late December. I follow up with a 
second crop from seeds started Octo- 
ber 1. The second crop is planted in 
the same ground bed 6 inches apart in 
rows 6 inches apart and pinched once 
after eight or ten sets of leaves have 
formed. This method stretches out the 
second crop over a longer period.

HEN THE INTERNATIONAL LOAN SHOW, “Dutch 
Paintings in the Golden Age,” opened at New 
York City’s Metropolitan Museum of Art, mem- 
bers of the Garden Club of America exhibited thirty 
flower arrangements in the newly opened galleries of 
seventeenth century paintings. One of the nation’s lead- 
ing authorities on historical botany, Mrs. Roy Arthur 
Hunt of Pittsburgh, loaned her famous collection of 
prints, drawings and paintir of flowers covering six 
centuries of flower subjects by European and American 
artists. They were exhibited in a special gallery. 
FLOWER GROWER here, in its second major flower ar- 
rangement series of the new year, presents a few of the 
arrangements from this show. In many instances, flower 
arrangements were placed near the paintings which had 


inspired them. Various aspects of the art of seventeenth 
century Holland—still lifes, landscapes, flower paintings 
and portraits—were reflected in the flower arrangements. 
Individual arrangers were not identified, but members 
of The Garden Club of America from New York, New 
Jersey, Connecticut and. Pennsylvania staged their ar- 
rangements in the names of their individual clubs. 
The sincere craftsman will recognize that this venture 
presents a technical as well as artistic problem and chal- 
lenge beyond that of the usual flower show. 
However, flower arrangement is an art, and what 
could be more natural than combining it with great 
paintings. On these three pages should be plenty of 
ideas for the home arranger, whether she has many or 
few paintings in her home.—MarGetT COCHRANE COLE

Records for 


Your Greenhouse 


by MARION DULLES 


OME SORT OF WRITTEN RECORD is 
S of great value to anyone growing 
plants under glass. It is possible, 
of course, to fill the benches with plants 


already in full bloom from the florist. — 


In this case, records would be rather 
useless. Few greenhouse owners, how- 
ever, even if they could afford this ex- 
travagance, would find ‘it tempting. 
Most amateurs enjoy propagating much 
of their own material, carrying over 
as much of it as possible from year to 
year, and planning for continuous 
bloom. For any of these operations, 
records are almost essential. 

For example, let us take succession 
of bloom. In my own cool greenhouse 
certain favorites dominate the scene 
year after year. There are chrysanthe- 
mums every autumn; cyclamen, paper 
white narcissus and orchids (cypripe- 
dium and odontoglossum) are out for 
Christmas; camellias, calla-lilies and 
primulas take over in January and 
February; and from then on until sum- 
mer there is a succession of bulbs—hya- 
cinths, daffodils, tulips, anemones, 
Wedgwood iris and freesias. All of 
these flowers have a natural blooming 
season. Why, then, bother with records? 

The answer is that flowering is the 
culmination of many earlier steps. 
When I took cuttings from the chrys- 
anthemums and when I pinched the 
new plants back; when the camellias 
were started into active growth after 
a rest period; when I planted the bulbs 
and at what intervals I brought them 
up from the cold cellar—these details 
and many more contribute to success- 
ful blooming. 

As for those annuals that fill the gaps 
and provide a wealth of material for 
cutting, and the new plants I try each 
year, records are even more important. 
How long does schizanthus take from 
seed to bloom? When did I plant the 
stock that filled the greenhouse with 
fragrance last March? How early did 
I start the tomato and broccoli plants 
that were such a success in the vege- 
table garden last year? How often did 
I water the new orchid during its grow- 
ing season? The answers to these ques- 
tions, readily available, save time, 


eliminate guesswork and help assure 
success. 


My Greenhouse Records 


I keep three greenhouse records. The 
demands of a busy life and, I am afraid, 
my own tendency to be careless keep 
these records from being scientifically 
accurate. Even so, they are of inesti- 
mable value to me. Not only have they 
increased my interest in the whys and 
wherefores of plant life, but they have 
a practical, cumulative value as I add 
to them. 


My Day-to-day Record 


One record is in the form of a diary. 
Here I jot down weather information 
and keep both a fertilizer chart and a 
schedule of when the more demand- 
ing plants, such as orchids, were 
watered. In fact, any operation—start- 
ing cuttings, planting seeds or re-pot- 
ting—may be noted. I also record ex- 
penses as they occur and the source 





of any seed or new stock I buy. I have 
even kept a list of bouquets picked for 
the house or given away, and have 
found it to be a good check on the 
plants most effective and productive. 
Failures as well as successes should be 
noted. If seed does not germinate, or 
bloom is unsatisfactory, there is no use 
in making the same mistakes again. In 
general, within a year experience will 
suggest all sorts of pertinent facts to 
go into such a day book. 


Card Catalog of My Plants 


My second record is a card catalog. 
In this I devote a card to every plant 
which is grown in the greenhouse; some- 
times the record extends to several 
cards. I start with the Latin and com- 
mon names for the plant. Then I note 
its family. Like many gardeners, for 





years I scorned what I regarded as the 


senseless complication of scientific 
plant names. Why call a_ bleeding 
heart Dicentra spectabilis when its 


common name so well describes it? 
Only gradually did I learn that com- 
mon names may vary and that Latin 
names can be descriptive, too. Scien- 
tific plant names, which are used uni- 
versally aid in identifying the listings 
in many of the best catalogs, as well 
as in reference books. Starting with 
the Latin names in common use—and 
they are surprisingly numerous—lI 
found it was not hard to become fa- 
miliar with those of all the plants I 
raise. 

As for placing plants in families, this 
too can prove useful. Suppose that you 
have had success with an amaryllis 
bulb. Another year you are given a 
clivia. By discovering that they are 
first cousins, both members of the 
Amaryllidaceae family, I knew that 
their cultural requtrements would be 
similar. Learning the general char- 
acteristics of each family is also an aid 
in identification. 

Next on my card goes native habitat. 
I am willing to admit that, in this in- 
stance, practical benefits are less to 
the point than my interest in discover- 
ing how many far corners of the world 
are represented in my greenhouse. I 
enjoy reading accounts of the travels 
of plant explorers who have braved all 
sorts of hazards to make possible my 
choice from the seed catalog or nursery- 
man’s list. And, at the same time, there 
may be some useful cultural hint sug- 
gested by the climatic conditions of the 
country where the plant was first dis- 
covered. An aroid from the rain forests 
of Brazil, for instance, will require 
little or no sun, a constant high hu- 
midity and high temperatures. No 
matter how enticing its description may 
sound, it will not thrive in a cool green- 
house. Below these three brief pieces 
of information—name, family and 
habitat—I note when and where the 
seed or plant was bought, the soil mix- 
ture best suited to it and any other 
cultural information available. 


Garden Books for Reference 


I have found Taylor’s Encyclopedia 
of Gardening invaluable for general 
use. More detailed descriptions of a 
selected list of greenhouse material is 
to be found in Greenhouse Gardening 
for Everyone and How to Grow Rare 
Greenhouse Plants by Ernest Chabot. 
There are many general books on gar- 
dening which have sections on green- 
house operation, as well as single vol- 
umes devoted to annuals, perennials, 
bulbs, orchids, lilies and other of the 
more popular flowers grown under 
glass. I also keep back numbers of 
my garden magazines [See PaGe 79]

Greenhouse 


by W. G. HADDRELL 


OWADAYS THERE. ARE SO MANY 
N ways of heating a home green- 

house that in most cases the only 
real problem is deciding which method 
to use. Many people who might now 
be enjoying a small‘ greenhouse of 
their own delay action because they 
feel that heating will be costly. Some 
people mistakenly believe that a green- 
house must be heated to 75° or 80°. 
Others think that in Northern regions 
the loss of heat through the glass is 
too great—and these people are mis- 
taken, too. The average home green- 
house is kept at about 50°. This is the 
ideal temperature for many plants and 
a good average temperature for a wide 
variety. Naturally, a greenhouse does 
require more heat in a colder region, 
especially at night. This means that 
it will be necessary to have a heater of 
adequate capacity, but it does not mean 
that the total heating cost will be high. 
Incidentally, it’s quite easy to determine 
the size heater required, but it’s very 
difficult to estimate accurately the sea- 
sonal heating cost, because the amount 
of sunlight, which is such an impor- 
tant factor, varies widely and is unpre- 
dictable. 

One of the most satisfactory ways of 
heating a home greenhouse is to use 
the existing heating plant of your home. 
(Your plumber can check to be sure 
the capacity is adequate to handle the 
combined load properly.) Hot water 
heat is ideal for this arrangement. It 
requires only a run of finned pipe 
around the base of the foundation, con- 
nected to the boiler through a circulat- 
ing pump which is regulated by a 
greenhouse thermostat. In this way the 
greenhouse gets heat when needed, 
just as your home does. To use a 
steam heating plant an indirect water 
heater should be installed to supply hot 
water to heat the greenhouse. A warm 
air heating plant is not recommended 
for greenhouse heating; hot dry air 
does plants no good. 

When a separate system is used, it’s 
possible to have hot water heat by using 
a water heater together with finned 
pipe, a circulating pump and thermo- 
stat. Generally speaking, most people 
find oil to be the least expensive fuel,

although in some areas natural gas may 
be less expensive. Oil heaters must be 
cleaned from time to time. For proper 
combustion they should have a high 
flue or else an induced draft fan and 
vent pipe. 

A gas heater requires only a vent pipe 
whose top is slightly higher than the 
greenhouse ridge. Bottled gas is al- 
most invariably more expensive than 
oil but it is considered a cleaner and 
easier fuei to handle. Manufactured 
or “city” gas should not be used, be- 
cause the fumes are highly toxic to 
many plants. Electric heat is usually 
the most expensive for operation but 
this depends upon the locality. It pro-

vides the cleanest heat and no vent 
stack is required. The greatest disad- 
vantage in electricity is that during a 
power failure you run the risk of losing 
many plants. 

If you would like to run half of 
your greenhouse at a 50° night tem- 
perature and the other half at 55-60° 
you can erect a partition, thus forming 
two separate compartments. With this 
arrangement a hot water system can 
be used to advantage. Run finned pipe 
around the foundation, laying more 
down in the 55-60° compartment. By 
doing this, you avoid the use of two cir- 
culating pumps and two thermostats. 
A small auxiliary electric heater can 
then be used in the cooler side. 

Many people actually start out with- 
out any artificial heat at all—and it’s 
surprising what can be done under 
these conditions. Ultimately nearly 
everyone will want heating of some 
sort, but it’s not nearly the tough prob- 
lem many people think it is. So if 
you’ve been thinking of building your 
own greenhouse, don’t let the matter 
of heating cause delay.

Greenhouse 


by ERNEST CHABOT 


HEN THE OUTDOOR GARDENER is 
thumbing through seed catalogs 


and making plans for his spring | 


planting, we who garden under glass are 


enjoying our flowers and getting ready | 


to plant seed and start cuttings for a 
profusion of bloom from June on. 

During the winter special attention 
should be given to temperature and wa- 
tering. A night temperature that is too 
high for your particular plants will pro- 
duce soft growth, and flower buds will 
not develop properly. Water in the 
morning when the sun is shining and 
when ventilators can be opened. Most 
cacti and succulents don’t require much 
water at this time. However, the Christ- 
mas cactus and epiphyllums do require 
moderate watering. 


Plants are very susceptible to disease 


now, so observe sanitary habits. Remove 
all decayed foliage and dead blossoms 
and discard diseased plants. Disease 
spreads rapidly; if you leave an infected 
plant in the greenhouse, you stand a 
chance of losing all your plants. 


Snail-flower 


Though it is now very rarely seen, 
the snail-flower (Phaseolus Caracalla) 
was once very popular as a conservatory 
plant. Even Thomas Jefferson knew of 
it and mentioned it in his famous diary. 

We first became acquainted with it 
through a reader of this column, Mrs. T. 
Melson of Eagle Pass, Texas. She sent 
some seed which I planted in March, 
1952. Later I potted up the seedlings 
in a fibrous soil to which sand had been 
added to provide good drainage. Later 
I discarded all but one plant, which I 
potted in a 6-inch pot. By July of that 
same year it had its first blooms— 


large fragrant lavender flowers, curled | 


and twisted like snails. 
The snail-flower is a twiner and grows 


very rapidly. It wasn’t long before it | 


was twisting up the side of the green- 


house. Although primarily summer- | 


blooming, our snail-flower started to 
bloom in March of the second year and 
was covered with flowers by May. After 
that the plant bloomed continually 
through August. This old-fashioned 
plant is not fussy as to temperatures 
and growing conditions—60° is recom- 
mended but oyirs does well at 55°. As 
with all twiné¢rs, it has to be cut back 
periodically so it doesn’t take over the 
greenhouse, and dried up vines must be 
removed. This is an easy matter since

|FROM PAGE 37] astonishing legend, a 
prodigious impossibility. 

Bailey’s greatness was visible at once 
in his tall and slender grace and in the 
dignity of his sure and measured step. 
It was plain to see that each year of his 
life had made its imprint upon his 
countenance. 

Dr. Alva Nelson in his address as 
retiring president of the Botanical So- 
ciety of America summed it up in these 
words, “He made us feel the holiness 
of the earth, the strength of sunshine, 
the uplift of the birds, the fellowship 
of the flowers, the wild joy of the morn- 
ing hours, the inspiration of the stars.” 

Today when we accept the hypotheses 
and proofs of evolution, the Darwinian 
theory of adaptation and the Men- 
delian theory of inherited  char- 
acteristics, we forget that these hy- 
potheses were bombshells in the middle 
of the last century. It was Bailey and 
his associates at the turn of this cen- 
tury who proved or modified them. To 
hear Bailey’s words on the subject was 
to hear an exciting drama in the his- 
tory of the world, when philosophy be- 
came natural law provable by scientific 
experiments with plants. “Yet,” he 
said, “new revelations in botany of an 
internal force in the constitution of 
things, make us sure that not such a 
great time hence we will find ourselves 
in need of a new Darwin.” He said to 
those who think that all the great work 
has been done: “The solving of one 
mystery uncovers a hundred more.” 

At his 90th birthday party, he spoke 
of his life on the frontier. Born on a 
farm in Michigan in 1858 of parents 
who so loved freedom that they named 
him Liberty, he had had Indian chil- 
dren for playmates. He remembered 
the assassination of Lincoln. He had 
seen the golden spike driven which 
linked the rails for the first train be- 
tween East and West. As a child on a 
Michigan farm he had few books and 
little formal education. His mother 
died when he was four. The heritage 
she left him was a garden. For years 
he watched it, tended it, and kept the 
same plants growing in it. When he 
became professor of horticulture at 
Cornell, he took with him roots of 
some of the plants from this garden. As 
he grew up, an understanding teacher 
and his stepmother, who recognized his 
talent, sent him to Michigan State Agri- 
cultural College, from which he was 
graduated in 1882. 

After recalling these phases of his 
life which had meant much to him, he 
concluded that 90th birthday address 
with these words: “Now I have come 
to the end of my life. I am planning 
a great journey. My life has been a 
continuous fulfillment of dreams. It

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and did has a new and perhaps more 
significant meaning, every time I see it. 
The earth is good. It is a privilege to 
live thereon.” 

When history is written, some of the 
details of Bailey’s activities may be for- 
gotten—his years of building the schools 
of horticulture and agriculture at Michi- 
gan State and Cornell, and his service 
to his country which led to the estab- 
lishment of the extension service of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. His Cyclopedia of Agriculture 
and his Cyclopedia of Horticulture will 
be re-written by other hands, and his 
more than 100 books and his botanical 
concepts will be replaced, as he pre- 
dicted, in the light of new knowledge. 

But what will stand will be the re- 
sults of his leadership, wisdom and the 
great unselffish aims which inspired 
people to higher ideals and greater ac- 
complishment. 

Bailey’s place will be with those 
other two quiet men of our generation: 
Albert Schweitzer, who has brought 
new concepts of man’s humanity. to 
man, and Albert Einstein, whose scien- 
tific revelations ushered in the atomic 
age with all its possibilities for the wel- 
fare of man. These three quiet men will 
stand as the great revolutionizing forces 
of our time. They illustrate Bailey’s 
own words that, “The earth has never 
been conquered by force. There are 
thousands of little and soft things still 
abundant in the world that have out- 
lived fearsome, ravenous monsters of 
ages past. Frail and delicate plants may 
be more ancient than the mountains or 
plains on which they live.”®

Garden Workbench.” This will be a 
do-it-yourself department, and each 
month we will show you something 
you can build for your garden, 
whether it be to help you with the 
actual garden activities or for use as 
a decorative item. 

Our first project, a Garage Garden 
Work Center, is under construction 
now and will be described in detail 
in the March issue. 

Other do-it-yourself projects we 
have planned for future articles 
include such things as window boxes 
and plant tubs that will be sturdy as 
well as beautiful. These will be 
designed to fit into the landscape 
and have garden appeal. 

If you like climbing roses you 
most certainly will be interested in 
trellises with a “new look.” We have 
some on the drawing board now that 
will show off the plant to its best 
advantages yet will have eye appeal 
during the winter months.

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set above, the maintenance tools are on the left—steel rake, turf edger and lawn 
rake.

THE NEW PRODUCTS EDITOR REVIEWS 


The Basic Hand Tools 


F YOU SHOULD ASK an experienced 
| gardener to name his favorite tools, 

the chances are he will mention 
some hand tool. A good set of hand 
tools hanging in the garage is almost a 
prerequisite to good gardening. Hand 
tools comprise the backbone of all gar- 
dening operations. 

Right now, before heavy gardening 
begins, is the time to look over your 
hand tools to see that they’re in shape. 
If it wasn’t done last fall, they need a 
good cleaning and oiling. A few of the 
handles may be on their last legs; you 
can get replacement handles for a good 
number of tools. After critical examina- 
tion you may decide that you need a 
tew new ones. There is a wide choice. 

Hand tools are not expensive, and 
it pays to have a good selection because 
the right tool for the right job makes 
the work much easier. One of the 
tavorite expressions of a top-flight gar- 
dener I know is: “Let the TOOL do the 
work!” And how right he is! 

Hand tools can be broken down into 
three categories based on their use 
those for soil preparation, cultivation 
and maintenance. There is a lot of over- 
lapping, of course, since folks will take 
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a fancy to one particular tool and use it 
for almost everything. 

In the “soil preparation department” 
the two basic tools are the spade and 
spading fork. It’s a good idea to own 
both because where one won't do the 
job, the other will. In my garden I use 
the spading fork more than the spade 
because my soil is on the stony side; I 
find the spading fork enters the soil a 
lot easier. But when it comes to digging 
holes for perennials, shrubs and the like, 
the spade gives me the straight sides 
and clean hole I like. Both spades and 
forks are available in either the short 
“D” handle or the long 4-foot handle. 
Which size to use is purely a matter of 
personal preference. The best way to 
judge for yourself is to pick one up at 
your garden store and see how it feels. 
Test the balance, the thickness of the 
handle; see if it is easy to manipulate. 
You're the one who’s going to use it! 

I also list shovels among the soil 
preparation tools. There are two styles 
—one has a pointed blade and the other 
a square blade. The pointed shovel is 
primarily for digging. My favorite is 
the short-handled, round-pointed kind 
but I recently acquired one with a long 





handle and am going to try it out next 
spring. My opinion may change. The 
square-blade type is much preferred 
over the pointed shovel for picking up 
material from a flat surface such as a 
sidewalk or floor. It’s also the one used 
for shoveling snow. 

Steel rakes, I suppose, could be classi- 
fied as soil preparation tools, but they 
are such versatile tools that I arbitrarily 
listed them as maintenance tools. A 
rake should be strong because it takes 
a lot of wear and tear. The strongest is 
the bow-type. On this rake the teeth 
section is attached to two separate 
pieces, one at each end, which are in 
turn attached to the handle. This means 
that there -is good support at either 
extreme of the rake and less chance of 
it breaking off. The level head rake, or 
one that attaches directly to the handle, 
also has its advantages in that it can 
sometimes be used in inaccessible places. 

The other kind of rake needed by the 
average gardener is the lawn rake. It can 
be either steel or bamboo. The steel 
type may be a little heavier, but I prefer 
it because I think it is stronger. The 
latest thing in lawn rakes is one with 
an arrangement for adjusting the width. 

Another maintenance tool I wouldn’t 
be without is the turf edger. This is a 
half-moon-shaped tool that is used for 
squaring off the edges along flower 
borders, lawns, around shrubs or the 
like. There’s nothing like neat borders, 
and this tool will do the job. 

If you should pick up a hand-tool 
manufacturer’s catalog such as that of 
TRUE TEMPER Or UNION FORK AND 
Hoe, you'd find a good number of tools 
just made for cultivation. Their job is 
to remove weeds and break up the crust 
of the soil surface—that’s cultivation. 

Why so many, you may ask? There 
are a number designed for one specific 
crop. The manufacturers and the users 
have found that on certain crops one 
type of cultivator is much better than 
others. 

The old-fashioned hoe has many 
cousins on the market today and some 
may be more suitable to your particular 
needs than others. Edwin Markham’s 
“Man With the Hoe” most likely held 
what we now term as the garden or 
floral hoe. This is the largest, often 
called the standard size. The nursery 
hoe is like the garden hoe except that 
the blade is half as wide—in the neigh- 
borhood of 2% inches. The nursery 
hoe is much easier to handle among 
small plants. 

Scuffle hoes are by no means new, 
yet they are gaining in popularity. 
UNION ForRK AND Hoe is introducing a 

ew diamond-shaped one this year. The 
scuffle hoe is handled slightly differently 
from regular hoes. It is pushed back 
and forth just under the surface, and 
the knife-like blades cut off the weeds

HIS SPRING DON’T BE SURPRISED if 
some of the plants you order by 
mail or purchase at your favorite 
garden center are wrapped without any 
moist packing material but simply in 
brown paper or a cellophane-like bag. 
Both the paper and the bag are very 
special. They are the newest means 
your nurseryman has to get top-quality 
stock to you in top condition. 

The plain brown wrapping paper 
is not as plain as it looks since it con- 
tains a film of plastic polyethylene 
that allows air but not moisture to 
move through the package. The cello- 
phane sack, similar to the one you see 
on the next page is also of polyethy- 
lene and it does the same thing: keeps 
the roots moist while at the same 
time allowing the plants to give off 
and absorb such gases as they need to 
carry on life. 

This method of wrapping was de- 
veloped at lowa State College and is 
particularly valuable in the shipping of 
dormant nursery stock, such as roses, 
fruit trees, and flowering trees and 
shrubs. The paragraphs that follow are 
for those persons who are interested 
in how the method was developed. 

The plants themselves pointed the 
way to the researchers. The deciduous 
(not evergreen) trees, shrubs or peren- 
nials growing in your garden prepare 
themselves for winter by shedding 
their leaves and arresting the flow of 
sap. In this way they adapt themselves 
to winter when they shall receive prac- 
tically no food or moisture. The roots 
cease to drink in copious quantities of 
water as they did during warm weather 
and want only to be protécted from 
drying out, a job done well by the 
frozen ground. All the researchers had 
to do was to duplicate the condition 
of nature so that when a deciduous plant 
is dug in a dormant state thee moisture 
that is within it is retained and some 
air circulation allowed. 

Hundreds of different methods were 
tried and plants were shipped long 
distances or held in storage for long 
periods. Careful records were kept of 
the condition of the plants upon being 
unwrapped, and how they grew upon 
being replanted. After three years of 
research, it was proved that dormant 
deciduous plants of all types can simply 
be wrapped in a film of the plastic

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polyethylene or wrapped in a sheet of 
brown kraft paper laminated with a 
film of polyethylene. Now plants may 
be dug and stored for months at a 
time in cool temperatures without dam- 
age and then shipped long distances, 
arriving at your door in as good con- 
dition as when they were placed in the 
wrapping material. 

The roots of growing plants, such as 
the coleus shown, are packed in moist 
material which is then wrapped in 
polyethylene plastic immediately after 
they are dug or removed from their 
pots. Without the movement of air 
that the plastic allows, the root ball

might build up heat and prove an 
ideal breeding ground for fungus and 
bacteria, particularly if the plant is 
delayed in shipment. 

What does all this mean to you? 
First: You get better plants, neither 
water soaked nor dried out. Dor- 
mant plants may look dry, but ac- 
tually they are not. Second: No matter 
how far away you are from your fa- 
vorite nurseryman, plants may be 
shipped to you in good growing condi- 
tion. Iowa State College proved that 
plants shipped thousands of miles ar- 
rive in just as good growing condition 
as those carried across the street. In 
fact, they are better than improperly 
packed plants carried just a few miles 
in an automibile. Third: You can plant 
later in the season because the dor- 
mant plants packed in polyethylene 
will not start into growth while in the 
package 

Not all nurserymen have adapted the 
new packaging method but results have 
been so excellent that the majority, 
it is felt, will adopt the method in a 
short time.¢

numerous suckers, sometimes several 
feet from crown. Canes are biennial, 
grow one year, bear fruit the next year, 
then die and are replaced by a new set. 
Cultural notes: Plant on well-drained 
soils using virus-free plants from in- 
spected fields. Keep rows of red rasp- 
berries a foot wide, eliminating suckers 
outside that width. Prune red varieties 
in spring by thinning out weaker canes 
to leave vigorous canes spaced 6 inches 
apart in row | foot wide. Remove upper 
fourth of cane. Remove fruiting canes 
after harvest. Black and purple new 
shoots should have tips pinched off 
when 18 to 24 inches high to make 
them branch to make bushes sturdy. 
Planting distances: Red varieties 7 
to 8 feet between rows, 2 feet between 
plants, allowing suckers to fill in and 
make a hedge row 1 foot wide. Black 
and purple varieties 7 to 8 feet between 
rows and 3 feet between plants. 
Yields: One quart per foot of row for 
red varieties. One and one-half quarts 
per plant of black and purple varieties. 


Strawberries 


Uses: Dessert as fresh fruit, preserves, 
freezing, ice cream topping. 

Cultural notes: Important in obtain- 
ing high yields are the following: Virus- 
free plants (available now from some 
leading nurseries), early planting—as 
soon as soil can be worked in the spring. 
Use cold storage plants, especiaily if 
necessary to plant late. Prevent over- 
crowding by spacing runner plants 6 
inches apart and removing as weeds all 
runners produced after row is filled out 
to width of 18 inches with plants spaced 
6 inches apart. Better yet, grow the 
plants in hills a foot apart with all run- 
ners removed. 

Planting distances: In rows 31'2 feet 
between rows and 18 to 24 inches be- 
tween plants. In hills 1 foot between 
plants and rows may be single or in 
beds of 2, 3 or 4 rows a foot apart 
with an alley between beds. 

Planting zones: There are suitable 
varieties for all parts of the United 
States, the farming regions of Canada 
and Alaska. Good varieties for the 
northeastern United States are Catskill, 
Sparkle, Fairland, Temple, Fairfax, 
Premier and Empire.¢

Whether your reference shelf 
consists of two books or twenty, it 
should be conveniently at hand when 
you come to writing up records. 


I Record My Own Experiences 


Last on the card, I put my own ob- 
servations from experience. There are 
local conditions of climate, equipment 
and soil which affect the plants grown 
by every greenhouse owner. There is 
also often a wide range of cultural 
methods suggested in books and so 
forth. It is smart to record the results 
of each method tried. 


A Record for Busy Times 


My third and final record is merely 
a large scratch pad, hanging from a 
nail over the potting bench. During 
the busy days of spring and autumn 
it may be weeks before I add to the 
cards in my file or bring my diary up 
to date. I try not to let this happen, 
but if it does, the notes on the scratch

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measure, so I spray with captan evel) 
ten days during the growing season. The 
eminent rosarian, Roy Hennessey of 
Oregon, claims captan to be a super 
black spot killer. 

With cold nights and warm days mil- 
dew appears, but it may be controlled 
with such remedies as Mildex or one 
of the sulfur compounds, materials that 
combine with captan. Insects are 
troublesome but. in addition to some 
of the special rose insecticides, I have 
found sprays containing malathion to 
be effective against aphids, thrips, 
spider mites and others. It, too, will 
combine with captan as a spray. 

There are those who prefer to dust 
rather than spray, and this method is 
satisfactory if thorough coverage is ob- 
tained. However, | prefer spraying and 
use a nozzle that permits full coverage 
of the undersides and tops of the leaves. 
As mentioned, captan, malathion and 
the sulfur compounds will combine and 
all three may be mixed and applied in 
a single application. Sometimes we 
add a foliar fertilizer, such as Ra-Pid- 
Gro or Orthogro, to the pest control 
spray once every ten days for three 
applications. There are many depend- 
able fungicides and insecticides for 
roses, and as all formulas are not the 
same, package directions must be fol- 
lowed. 


Variety Evaluation 


I group floribundas according to 
height.. Among my favorites in the tall 
group are GERANIUM Rep, ELSIE 
POULSEN and DONALD Prior; medium 
tall, FASHION, MA PERKINS, GOLDI- 
LOCKS, POULSEN’s BEDDER and RED 
Pinoccuio; dwarf, PINKIE and the ro- 
settes. 

JIMINY CRICKET is the 1955 All- 
America Award Winner. It is a tan- 
gerine-red resulting from a cross of two 
Southern favorites, GERANIUM RED 
and Go.piLocks. Other comparatively 
new floribundas which have made a 
fine showing in our test garden are 
INDEPENDENCE, EMBERS, LILIBET and 
Cuic. Three of the old varieties, FREN- 
SHAM, BeTTy Prior and THE Fairy, 
continue to rate high in the American 
Rose Society popularity polls. 

If asked to name my favorite flori- 
bundas by color, and if I could only 
name one in each color group, the red 
choice would be GERANIUM Rep; pink, 
MA PERKINS; and yellow, GOLDILOCKs. 
I would back up this choice as follows: 
GERANIUM Rep is a strong grower and 
consistent bloomer. Its flowers are well 
formed, produced on long stems, and 
their color is brilliant. The flowers fairly 
shine under artificial light when used 
as a cut flower. It is fragrant. Ma Per- 
KINS is vigorous, branching in habit, 
profuse in blooming and has abundant 
foliage that holds well. It is long-lasting

The Clematis 


[FROM PAGE 45] _ stones or other drain- 
age material in the bottom of the hole 
and fill it with fertile soil mixed with 
sand, leafmold, a spadeful of agricul- 
tural lime and 2 spadefuls of bonemeal. 
The use of manure is apt to induce wilt. 
Before planting, soak the ground with 
a Fermate solution to lessen the chance 
of disease. Follow package directions. 

For trellis, arbor and fence covering, 
space clematis from 6 to 12 feet apart, 
depending upon the vigor of the variety. 
Set the plants so their crowns are 12 
to 2 inches below the ground level. 
Spread the roots so they fall in their 
natural positions and cover them with 
sharp sand. This stimulates root growth 
and prevents the fertilizer from burn- 
ing. 

There are almost as many opinions 
about pruning clematis as there are 
varieties. The thing to remember is 
that species that bloom in the spring 
months, such as C. montana rubens, 
C. recta, C. montana undulata, and 
Duchess of Edinburgh, should not be 
pruned until fall except for the removal 
of dead wood which may“be cut out 
in February or March. Varieties such 
as the hybrids listed in the catalogs 
that bloom on new wood in summer 
and fall should not be pruned until 
they become well established. Then 
the vines may be cut back to 3 feet 
to encourage vigorous new growth and 
this may be done in spring or fall. If 
height is desired, all that is necessary 
is the removal of dead wood and thin- 
ning to insure strong growth. Severe 
pruning seems to encourage quality 
flowers. 

Clematis cling tightly to their sup- 
port, but young plants need a little 
coaxing, and should be tied in an up- 
right position. Full-grown specimens 
require a certain amount of training 
and tying to prevent wind breakage. 

Clematis object to poor drainage or 
standing water but like moisture and 
must never be allowed to dry out. 
Spray the plants and the soil around 
them with your favorite brand soluble 
fertilizer to maintain healthy growth 
and ward off possible yellowing of the 
foliage, known as chlorosis. 


Pest Control 


Slugs are a real menace, especially 
in early spring before the wood hardens. 
Snarol or chlordane are good controls, 
while deterrents are coal ashes or coke 
placed around the crowns. Mice and 
rabbits like the young shoots in spring 
but may be discouraged with poison 
baits and commercial repellents. 

Wilt is a dread disease that causes 
a vine to suddenly wilt and die. It is 
more easily dealt with now that Fermate

Clematis in Pots 


Clematis grown in wooden tubs or 
10-inch pots make movable terrace 
and garden features. Small plants are 
started in 5-inch pots, plunged into the 
ground and transplanted to larger con- 
tainers as growth progresses. When a 
healthy specimen has been developed, 
it may be moved to any desired location. 

Drainage material is placed in the 
bottom of the pot or tub, and the con- 
tainer is filled with rich soil to which 
leafmold, lime and bonemeal have been 
added. Feed frequently, water well and

port. Allow some to grow upward and 
others to loop downward. Pinch the tips 
of the young growth to develop a bushy 
base. Plants may be maintained in pots 
for years, and a good effect may be 
achieved in one or two seasons. 

Winter the pots or tubs in the ground 
and in Northern areas mound the plants 
with sharp sand covered with leaves 
or salt hay. 


Clematis Indoors 


Clematis may be forced into bloom 
indoors or in a_ greenhouse during 
winter. A young plant is placed in a 
4- or 5-inch pot containing a rich, 
loamy soil, as mentioned previously for 
pot culture. As the vine grows it should 
be carefully staked. Provide a tempera- 
ture of about 70°. The soil should be 
kept moist but not soggy, and spraying 
the vine with water is beneficial. After 
flowering, cut the vine back, remove it 
from the pot and shake excess soil from 
the roots. Place it in a cool place for 
at least a month-long dormant period.

Raising clematis from seed is a slow 
procedure. Two or more 
required for seedlings of the large- 
flowered hybrids to bloom. Sow the 
seeds in bulb pans with a layer of 
drainage in the bottom, and fill the pans 
with sandy soil. The pans are then 
placed in a frame and kept shaded 
until germination occurs. During the 
winter cover the pots with a wire cloth 
to prevent mice from getting the seeds.

The longer a variety has 
been in commerce, the lower should be 
the price, but no attempt has been made 
to construct a “cheap list.” To the 
contrary, the list is based on_ per- 
formance. 


For the Beginner 


In whites, one can make no mistake 
in selecting FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE, 
MOTHER FISHER, SIERRA SNOW, WHITE 
SYMPHONY and the smaller but spec- 
tacular CRUSADER with a purple blotch 
in the throat of the floret. 

The cream-colored varieties that 
seem to weather the test of time include 
among the best selections: CONNIE G., 
LetF Ericson and LAKE PLacip. The 
yellow gladiolus are not quite as pro- 
lific in number, but certainly one will 
get real enjoyment from SUNDANCE, 
GOLD and ORIOLE. 

In the buff shades, 
ing for any purpose. 
PacToLus will bring 
pleasure. 

In the scarlets, RED WING, DIEPPE, 
San Souci and FIREGLEAM will give 
the brilliance of color so often admired 
by the passer-by. Excellent red selec- 
tions are: RED CHARM, LEAH GORHAM, 
Mip-AMERICA and EarRLy Rep, their 
shades varying from light to deep red. 
In the black-reds, it is difficult to beat 
BLACK CHERRY for depth of color. 

The pink classification includes hun- 
dreds: of varieties but, fortunately, it 
contains one of the great gladiolus of 
all times, SPIC AND SPAN, a ruffled deep 
pink. To this the beginner may safely 
add FRIENDSHIP, C. D. FoRTNAM and 
PHANTOM BEAUTY. Among the pur- 
ples, RaJAH from far off British Co- 
lumbia (shown in color on page 39) 
and KiNG Davin lead the way. 

The lavender classification 
ELIZABETH THE QUEEN, for a long time 
widely grown and admired; FALCON, a 
most unusual and delightfully colored 
gladiolus; FRANCESCA, one of the most 
beautiful of all; PENELOPE, a uniquely 
colored variety; and NowetTa Rose. 

Much attention is being shown to- 
day to the hybridizing of rose-colored 
gladiolus; yet the older BURMA, ELM- 
ER’S Rose, CHAMOUNY, MIss WISCON- 
SIN and MADELINE HEFTy can still hold 
their heads high against the newer com- 
petition.

And let us take a look at the 
gladiolus which will be making their 
debut in 1955, having been grown and 
tested under seedling number for a num- 
ber of years. Whether they can take 
their place alongside their color counter- 
parts in commerce only time will tell. 

A white that performed well for me 
is being introduced as WHITE RAIN 
(Rich). An early bloomer, florets are 
snow-white and nicely ruffled. 

In the cream classification INTRIGUE 
(Beaton) a deep cream with golden 
lower lip marking is distinctive. Spikes 
produce twenty buds with many open 
frilled florets. 

LORELEI (Howell), a cream that has 
been widely grown and exhibited as a 
seedling, is sure to make a name for 
itself in this class. The delicate blend- 
ing of clear cream and yellow-throated 
ruffled florets must be to be ap- 
preciated. 

STALWART, (Harris), a huge deep 
cream, is a highly rated newcomer 
from Canada. Ruffled florets are of 
good texture, and this variety’s ability 
to open many florets at a time make it 
a desirable exhibition gladiolus. 

FRENCH VANILLA (Barrett) is aptly 
named, and this new ruffled cream from 
across the border is another worthy 
addition to the class.

formea well for me for the past three 
seasons, regardless of weather condi- 
tions. Florets are large with waved 
petals. 

CuHAMol!s (Mikle), to be introduced 
in 1955, is, in my opinion, based on 
three years of experience, a real addi- 
tion to the buff class. While a late 
bloomer, spikes of nicely fitted ruffled 
buff florets, suffused with pink, are a 
sight to behold. 

Rose Lustre (Tyndall), a deep 
orange gladiolus with blotch of darker 
shading on lower petal, was outstand- 
ing for me last summer. Long flower 
heads carry many large ruffled florets 
with excellent placement. 

CABELLERO (Fairchild) a reddish 
orange with bright scarlet blotch on 
the yellow lip of the floret is a seedling 
that I have watched carefully for a 
number of years. It is unusually dif- 
erent in appearance, and visitors to my 
garden seem to be attracted to it. A 
rugged grower and better than average 
propagator, CABELLERO can be recom- 
mended. 

FiEsTA (Roberts) is a vivid red- 
Orange with veined yellow throat. 
Spikes in my garden were tall and 
vigorous, Carrying six to seven open 
florets. 

PAUL BUNYAN (Melk), a large 
salmon pink with deep rose throat 
marking, was one of the best seedlings 
in my garden last year. While this new 
pink will meet heavy competition in 
its class, its ability to open eight to 
ten florets in the field on twenty-two 
bud spikes should place it in the fore- 
front. 

CoMaT (Flad), with its rich deep 
coloring, accented by a creamy throat, 
attracts me to it. Spikes are vigorous, 
holding eight open florets on twenty 
bud spikes. While a relative new- 
comer, it has already received the 
American: Home achievement award. 

New entries in the red class in 1955 
are imposing and more numerous than 
in past years. 

EXCALIBUR (Pehrson) proved ex- 
cellent as a seedling in my gardens. 
Its tall slim graceful lines makes each 
spike a thing of beauty. Four-inch red 
florets are well placed and firmly at- 
tached. 

AVENGER (Pehrson), somewhat 
darker than EXcALiBur, is equally as 
attractive. Spikes carry seven to eight 
open florets with many buds showing 
color. 

From the parents, NOWETA RosE and 
PHANTOM BeEauTy, both great exhibi- 
tion varieties, comes WILLOW ROosE 
(Knight), a medium rose. Beautifully 
balanced flower heads have twenty-four 
to twenty-six buds with as many as 
eleven open florets. In my opinion this 
new variety rates with the best. 

ROYALE (Snyder), a sister seedling

[FROM PAGE 43] In time fuchsia grow- 
ing should spread to nearly all parts of 
our country, especially to those areas 
having a relatively temperate climate. 
In colder regions the plants should be 
lifted in the fall and replanted early the 
following spring. The plants will bloom 
during the summer and fall. The Deep 
South, particularly the Gulf Coast states, 
offers almost perfect growing condi- 
tions. Fuchsias, although generally re- 
garded as tender, shade-loving plants, 
actually adapt themselves to a wide 
range of climatic conditions. 


Types of Fuchsias 


Those most widely grown today on 
the Pacific Coast are: TRAILING or 
HANGING FUCHSIAS—used on pat- 
ios and porches, in hothouses, sus- 
pended from rafters or ceilings, or from 
low branches of trees. Undoubtedly, 
this type makes the finest display. TREE 
FUCHSIAS—largely used for giving 
height to the garden, for lining paths 
and driveways and for eye level dis- 
play (usually about 4-5 feet high) of 
flowers. They are often grown in tubs 
so they can be moved about. ORNA- 
MENTAL POT TYPES—made from 
low-growing. bushy varieties and placed 
about the home or garden where spots 
of color are desired. ESPALIER—wide 
branching varieties grown flat against 
walls, fences or framework (in the man- 
ner of espaliered fruit trees). These 
are interesting but rather difficult to 
train. HEDGE—bushy, medium-high 
varieties that branch out well with heavy 
foliage. Makes a lovely hedge that is a 
mass of color. UPRIGHT—vigorous- 
growing plants that are trained and 
fastened to walls, fences or framework. 
Many varieties can be grown to a height 
and width of 30 feet or more. 


Shopping for Fuchsias 


If possible, procure your plants from 
a fuchsia specialist. In the spring al- 
ways buy fresh young plants of the cur- 
rent season’s production. They will 
usually be in 4- to 6-inch pots and be 
moderately priced. The center tip 
growth should not have been pinched 
out. Avoid plants carried over from 
the previous season. They may be larger 
and look like better buys but you will 
find that they have lost most of their 
vigor and are difficult to train properly. 


Light Requirements 


While the fuchsia can properly be 
called a shade-loving plant, it actually 
appreciates considerable sunlight. In 
our cool, coastal areas some varieties 
thrive in full sun. However, the great 
majority prefer partial shade or filtered

light, as afforded by lath roofing or over- 
head tree branches. Full shade will pro- 
duce heavy lush foliage but few blooms. 
In areas of intense heat a location where 
the plants receive the early morning 
sunlight is best. 


Best Soil for Fuchsias 


Fuchsias thrive best in a sandy loam 
rich in humus. Such a soil retains a 
generous supply of moisture and 
nutrient elements but readily drains off 
surplus water. Fuchsias grow best in a 
soil that is neutral or slightly acid. The 
best and most easily procured materials 
for providing humus are rotted cow or 
steer manure and well decomposed leaf- 
mold, preferably made from oak leaves. 
For all plants and particularly for con- 
tainer planting, the following mixture is 
recommended: one part sandy garden 
loam; one part oak leafmold or one-half 
part Canadian peatmoss; and one part 
cow or steer manure. If your soil is of 
a heavy clay or adobe type, use only 
half as much garden loam and add to it 
one-half part coarse sand. 

Remember that in planting fuchsias 
either in open ground or in containers, 
good drainage is absolutely essential. 
True, the plants require frequent water- 
ings and the roots must not be permitted 
to dry out; however, it will be fatal to 
the plant if the roots remain in stagnant 
water for more than a day or two. Often 
the drainage holes in a pot or box con- 
tainer will become stopped up. In a 
relatively short time the leaves will wilt 
and later drop off. 


Humidity Requirements 


Fuchsias should be planted in areas 
protected from harsh winds. They do 
best in a humid atmosphere. The new 
flexible plastic pipe watering systems 
are ideal for keeping the air cool and 
moist. Enough material (this is a do-it- 
yourself item) for 1000 square feet of 
garden area sells for around $10.00. In 
addition to conventional soil irrigation, 
in warm dry climates air humidity must 
be considered. In our coastal areas cool 
nights and sea breezes usually take care 
of this requirement. 

Despite its preference for a high hu- 
midity, fuchsias are grown successfully 
in California’s hot, dry interior valleys 
even where temperatures reach 100° 
and over daily for a week or more at a 
time. 

Under these dry conditions they are 
best grown under lath roofing spaced 
¥2 to % inches apart. This lath should 
run approximately north and south. 
Pipes along the ceiling with fogging 
nozzles give pinpoint sprays over the en- 
tire lathed area, including the walls.

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temperature in a few moments. In some 
gardens this equipment is operated auto- 
matically according to time or registered 
humidity. 

In dry areas the clay pots used for 
hangers or other potted fuchsias should 
be painted on the inside with clear 
black roofing paint. This will greatly 
reduce evaporation from the sides of the 
pots. For hanging fuchsias buy 8- or 10- 
inch clay pots which are specially fitted 
with wires for hanging. For other plants 
redwood boxes 10 inches or more in 
diameter are most desirable, although 
clay pots can also be used. 


Fertilizing Methods 


Fuchsias, with their rapid vegetative 
growth, can assimulate an astounding 
amount of plant food. However, this 
should be given to them very lightly and 
often. Feeding can best be accom- 
plished by mulching and, at the same 
time, applying plant foods to the soil 
surface. The mulch, either cow steer 
or sheep manure, should be applied 
about April 1. Many growers prefer 
to mulch with an inch of compressed 
peatmoss. Mulching serves many valu- 
able purposes: It conserves moisture; 
aids in maintaining the humus and bac- 
terial content of the soil; and keeps the 
soil from crusting. 

In addition to mulching, feed your 
plants every week or two with one of the 
many liquid fertilizers now available. 
The liquid fish fertilizers are very good. 


Watering Fuchsias 


Depending on climatic conditions, 
water fuchsias frequently so that the 
ground and roots will not dry out. 
Watering should be done in the morning 
when the temperature is rising. In 
summer the plants usually require daily 
watering. Those in clay pots dry out 
especially quickly in the heat. Fuchsias 
also enjoy a spraying in the evening 
after a hot day but never wet the foliage 
when the sun is on it. 


Pruning Methods 


Fuchsias should be cut back rather 
heavily in the early spring, after danger 
of frost is past. I usually do it about 
March 15. Of course this date will vary 
greatly according to the particular cli- 
matic conditions of your area. 

The purpose of this pruning 
prove the shape of the plant, 
it to the desired form and to 
height and spread in proper bounds.

three leaf nodes from the main stem. 
After cutting back, all of the previous 
year’s leaves are removed. 

All lateral branches of fuchsias in 
hanging pots are cut back to leaf nodes 
just within the perimeter of the pot. The 
heads of standard fuchsias are shaped 
in cutting back, the main lateral 
branches being trimmed to 8 to 10 
inches. In cutting back any type of 
fuchsia, keep in mind how you want it 
to grow and its appearance when the 
new foliage has filled out the plant. 

When seasonal growth has started, 
the new shoots must be pinched back to 
shape the plant, make it branch out 
and increase the number of flowering 
tips. When the shoot has two or three 
sets of leaves, pinch out the tiny grow- 
ing tip. This pinching is kept up until 
about June 1, after which the plant is 
permitted to flower. 


Winter Protection 


The center of vitality of a fuchsia 
plant is its base and the roots running 
out from it. The main object of winter 
care is to protect this base and its root 
system from frost damage. 

In most Pacific coastal areas it is 
practical to leave fuchsia plants in place 
throughout the winter. It is sufficient to 
cover the roots with dry peatmoss or 
pine needles to a depth of 8 to 10 inches. 
To protect from cold, drying winds, 
wrap the tips with burlap. 

During the winter it is essential that 
the base and roots of dormant plants be 
kept moist. Dryness is as destructive 
to roots as frost. 

Your potted fuchsias should be 
placed against a fence or wall in a wind- 
free area. Cover the roots with dry 
peatmoss or pine needles. If roots are 
protected from frost damage, you will 
not lose your plants. The tops may be 
hurt by freezing temperatures and you 
may have to cut them back severely, but 
new growth will spring up from the 
base. 

In areas of prolonged freezing tem- 
peratures many growers preserve their 
fuchsias by removing them from their 
containers and burying them in a 
trench 6 inches or more below the ex- 
pected frost level. After trenching the 
plants are covered with dry peatmoss 
and a piece of heavy tar paper. 

I hope th>* people living in our colder 
areas Of the Midwest will experiment 
with the wintering of fuchsia plants. 


New Colors for Fuchsias 


There are very few color gaps in our 
array of modern fuchsias. To stimu- 
late interest in the breeding of fuchsias 
I have offered silver cups to the first 
hybridizer who produces each of the 
following: a self double orange fuchsia, 
a self delphinium blue (pure blue, not 
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lavender) and a canary yellow. A “self” 
means the entire flower—both sepals 


and petals. 


Fuchsia specialists are rather sure of 
the orange double, but the blue and 
canary yellow types are deep in genetic 


mystery.
